LonpDon, Jan. 9.—To-day’s news from the 
fontinent is all of the most pacific character. 
There are reports ot Russian disarmaments, 
which, if contirmed, go far toward clearing up 
the situation, but, these come from Bucharest, 
which is nota specially well-informed place to 
begin with, and come coupled with the state- 
ment .that the Roumanians themselves are 
hurrying forward defensive preparations with 
ail possible speed. As I have said before, this 
optimistic feeling is hkely to go on for some 
time, with a consequent rise in prices, but there 
is bound to be a serious reaction before long, 
which will send everything down again. 

This will particularly be the case if the pres- 
ent illness of the Kaiser should happen to take 
ke fatal turn. Nothing definite respecting his 
cendition can be learned, except that he is suf- 
fering terrible colic pains and sees nobody. 

The transfer of the remains of the two Bona- 
partes from Chiselhurst to the new mausoleum 
at Farnborough took place to-day, 26 Royal Ar- 
tillerymen constituting the sole feature of dis- 
play. The train which bore the coffins to their 
new resting place had one car given up wholly 
to them. Inthis silver scences were fastened 
to the sides, holding candles which were lighted 
fluring the transit. The ex-Empress Eugénie 
met the cortége at Farnborough, looking very 
pale and haggard. 

The imprisonment of Mr. Wilfrid Blunt invites 
a widespread demand that English Liberals of 
Cabinet rank should go over and challenge the 
Government also to arrest them by speaking at 
Woodford. It has already been suggested that 
Lord Ripon and John Morley should go to this 
proclaimed place aud test the courage of the 
Government. 

Mr. Thomas Sexton gets no stronger, and fears 
are again entertained that he may not recover. 
The fever has practically left him, but he was 
always frail in physique, took no exercise, and 
Was a great smoker, and does not rally from the 
effects of the disease. Prayers for his recovery 
are being said all over Ireland. 

Dr. Philip Cross, whose brutal murder of his 
wife was one of the worst cases on recordin 
Treland, will be hanged atCork to-morrow morn- 
ing. Strong efforts have been made to secure a 
reprieve by the landlord party, but the Castle 
does not dare to do athing so monstrous. Only 
last year Lord Ernest Hamilton was Cross’s 
guest in a shooting party, and as he has been 
very lovse-tongued in the matter, calling the 
Parnellite members associate murderers, they 
are waiting to give him better than he sends if 
he rises to his feet at the next session of Parlia- 
ment. 

John Walter has at length gotthe Peerage 
which has been so long expected, the occasion 
being the centenary of the Times.

ENGLISH AND IRISH INTERESTS. 
THE TORY LOCAL GOVERNMENT BILL— 
MR. HARRINGTON SENTENCED. 

LONDON, Jan. 9.—Lord Hartington had a 
long conference with Lord Salisbury to-day on 
the Local Government bill. The Unionist leader 
insisted upon the Government adopting numer- 
ous amendments to meet the objections of his 
party to the bill. 

Mr. Timothy Harrington, member of Parilia- 
ment, was placed on trial at Tralee to-day on 
the charge of publishing in the Kerry Sentinel 
reports of meetings of suppressed branches of 
the National League. His brother Edward, also 


@ member of Pariiament, and who was convicted 
on Dec. 8 and sentenced to amonth’s imprison- 
ment on @ charge siwilar to the one preferred 
against Timothy, was called as a witness and 
testitied that his brother had no share in the 
management or profits of the Sentinel and was 
entirely ignorant of the alleged illegal matters 
published therein. Mr. Harrington was found 
guilty and sentenced to six weeks’ imprison- 
ment. Notice of an appeal was given. Mr. Oor- 
coran, publisher of the Cork Lraminer, was also 
tried to-day and sentenced to two months’ im- 
prisonment without hard labor for publishing 
reports of meetings of suppressed branches of 
the League. He will also appeal. 

Mr. Joseph R. Cox, member of Parliament, 
fas arrived in London, having succeeded in 
eluding the Irish police who for some time past 
have been trying to effect his arrest. Mr. Cox is 
charged with attending proclaimed meetings of 
the National League. - 

Trouble has occurred among the erofters of 
the Aigash district, in Invernesshire, Scotland. 
The landless crofters, to the number of 1,000, 
drove the sheep off the farms and offered a de- 
termined resistance to the police and troops who 
were sent to the scene. Numbers were wounded 
on both sides. Many of the crofters were ar- 
rested. 

Six thousand persons crowded the Tabernacle 
to-day to welcome Mr. Spurgeon home and join 
him in celebrating the publication of his two 
thousandth sermon. In the course of his re- 
iarks Mr. Spurgeon said his sermons had an 
enormous Circulation in America, but’ that he 
had received no payment tor them beyond an 
occasional newspaper containing a portion of 
the stolen property. He hoped that authors 
would obtain a copyright law. 

Advices from Massowah say that the bulk of 
the Abyssinian Army is concentrated in the Dis- 
trictof Ayame under the leadership of Ras- 
Michael and will advance by the Komali tor- 
rent, the route taken by the British Magdala ex- 
pedition. ~ 
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GERMANY AND HER AFFAIRS. 
THE ROYAL INVALIDS—THE NEW SOCIAL- 
IST MOVEMENT. 

BERLIN, Jan. 9.—An official bulletin 
says: “Emperor William’s catarrh continues, 
rendering further care necessary.” 

The attitude of the national press toward the 
new Socialist project forepodes the withdrawal 
of the threatened opposition of the National 
Liberals. That party will join the Conservatives 
in passing the three years’ prolongation meas- 
ure, and will vote also for the banishment clause 
of the Socialist bil! as modified by the Bundes- 
rath. The Zurich Social Democrat, in an article 


confirming the statement that the Socialists 
will not share in the elections for the 
Reichstag if the project passes, says: “In 
abstaining from partaking in the elections 
our party loses the means of public edué@ation. 
But this will only modify the form of social agi- 
tation. Our methods may be less methodical in 
the future than in the past. Passions will speak 
higher than reason. Our banished leaders will 
not be able to assume the responsibility for 
movements in Germany; hence, the responsi- 
bility for events arising from persecution will 
fail upon the authors of a system of repression.” 

The Crown Prince was out agaih to-day and 
enjoyed the balmy weather. Princess Louise, 
whoison her way to Malta, will arrive at San 
Remo to-morrow. She will dine with the Crown 
Prince and his family and then proceed. 

The Empress of Austria is suffering from se- 
vere rheumatic pains and is unable to attend 
the Court tétes. Her doctors have advised her 
to spend the remainder of the Winter in Egypt. 

The Berlin Boerse was dull to-day. Foreign 
securities relapsed 45 per cent. Money was 
plentiful. Private discount receded to 15g. On 
the Vienna Boerse Austrian securities declined 
%3 percent. Lembergs fell 1 florin and Credit 
Anstalt 2 florins. 


WILL WAR BE AVERTED? 
SITUATION GREATLY IMPROVED, 
BUT NOT WITHOUT DANGER. 

St. PeTerssura, Jan. 9.—Well-informed 
persons consider that although the political sit- 
uation is decidedly improved the improvement 
is only conditional, and that if the European 
Cabinets confine themselves to platonic state- 


ments and fail to take corresponding action the 
situation will soon become as critical as it was 
two weeks ago.

BERLIN, Jan. 9.—The National Zeitung 
says: “The belief that peace will be maintained 
is growing, but it is clear that the initiative 
bine ig & solution can proceed from Russia 
only.’ 

Vienna advices are pad to the peace pre- 
diction. Col. Zuleff, the Russian military at- 
taché at Vienna, in the course of official com- 
munications to the Austrian military authorities, 
stated that he was permitted to inform them 
that his Government had decided, in further- 
ance of the measures recently announced in the 
Invalide Russe, to move two more divisions of 
troops to the frontier. The announcement is re- 
garded as clear evidence of the eontinued seri- 
ousness of the position. The fact that Col. 
Zuleft was instructed to give notice of the move- 
ment is considered part of the diplomatic game 
which Russia is now unfolding. 

The commission of officers appointed by Count 
Bylandt-Rheydt, Austrian Minister of War, to 
examine into and report the condition of the 
railways and fortifications in Galicia, returned 
to Vienna Saturday. They state that the new 
works at Cracow and Przemysl, the chief forti- 
fied centres, are in a satisfactory scondition. 
Troops have been écheloned on the strategic 
lines leading to Galicia, and ample forces can be 
sent to the frontier at 24 hours’ notice. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
MADRID, Jan. 9.—The Chamber of Depu- 
ties has rejected the proposal of Sefor Canovas 
del Castillo to increase the transit duties on im- 
ported cereals and flour, 
Paris, Jan. 9.—The Tribunal of Com- 
merce has delivered a judgment ordering the 


French Cable Company to conform to the con- 
ditions of its agreement with the Anglo-Amer- 
ican Company, and to pay all costs and 2,000f?, 
her day from the time of its attempted with- 

rawal from the cable pool on Jan. 1, 1887, 
until the date of its return. 


WATERFORD, Jan. 9.—The inquest in the 
case of: the Captain of the American ship Alfred 
D. Snow, from San Francisco for Liver- 
pool, which was recently wreckedj off 
this harbor, was adjourned to-day in con- 
sequence of the allegation being made that 
the master of the lifeboat had refused 
to go to the rescue of the ship’s crew because of 
the roughness of the sea. A witness stated that 
the crew of a fishing vessel burst open the boat- 
house and manned the lifeboat, but too late to 
be of any use. The accused have been sum- 
moned to give an explanation. 


MENERY OUT OF

THE STRUGGLE IN THE LOUISIANA CON- 
VENTION TO-DAY. 

BATON RovuGE, La., Jan. 9.—Thisis the 
eve of the great political battle which is to de- 
termine who shall be the candidate of the Dem- 
ocratic Party for Governor of Louisiana, and 
which ordinarily would settle the question of 
political control for the next four years. In this 
case, however, the unexpected may occur. Two 
steamboats loaded down with passengers, gayly 
decked with flags, and carrving brass bands, 
arrived this morning from New-Orleans. The 
McEnery men came up on the Jesse K. Bell and 


the Nichols men on the Clinton. The Nichols 
men wear a blue badge, draped with crape, the 
badge for Nichols and the crape forthe mure 
dered Mealy. The field marshals were already 
here. James D. Houston, Senator Eustis, Treas- 
urer Burke, and Gen. Jastremaski are managing 
the McEnery interest, while Col. Patton, Senator 
Gibson, Judge White, Dan Caffrey, and Col.

He is virtually out of the race, and the only pur- 
pose of his adberents of the office-holding ele- 
mentisto beat Nichols at any cost and thus 
make the best terms for themselves. Attorney- 
General Cunningham has been approached by 
the McEnery men, as hadthe Hon. James Jaf- 
fries of Rapides, with a tender of the united 
McEnery vote in case they can detach enough 
from the Nichols column to secure a united ma- 
jority. 
. The convention meets at 12 to-morrow, and 
will be called to order by Gen, Jastremaski, 
Chairman of the State Committee. Beyond this 
point no one is able to look. Circumstances will 
dictate the course to be pursued, and an acci- 
dent may precipitate a personal conflict. The 
Nichols men have come here to nominate their 
chieftain, and they will not stop short of that 
result. The McEnery men will defeat this if 
possible. There is a Nichols army in town, 
sturdy men from all portions of the State, to 
lend countenance to and strengthen the hands 
of their delegates. They are coming in by every 
train, and there will be a thousand such by noon 
to-morrow. 


TH RACE. 
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BRICKLAYERS AND MASONS. 
Boston, Jan. 9.—The Bricklayers and 
Masons’ International Union opened its twenty- 
second annual convention this morning at 176 
Tremont-street. Nearly 300 delegates were in 
attendance. Mayor O’Brien welcomed the dele- 
gates to the city. Other speeches were made by 


Jeremiah Harrington, President of the Boston 
Union; Louis W. Davidson, President of the 
Amalgamated Building Trade Council, and Al- 
exander Darragh of St. Louis. After the speech- 
making the secret session was begun, The 
International Union now numbers on its list 157 
local unions, in which are included over 30,000 
men. It is expected that the convention will 
hold sessions for about 10 days. In this time 
the eight-hour movement will be discussed at 
length. A ball will be held in honor of the vis- 
iting delegates on Friday evening at Music Hall. 
Samuel Gompers, President of the American 
Federation of Labor, is present.

BXPLOSION IN A ROLLING MILL. 

Braz, Ind., Jan. 9.—Batteries Nos. 9 and 
10, occupying the entire north end of the rolling 
mill, exploded at 12:30 to-day with terrific 
force, demolishing two smokestacks and tearing 


down the north end of the mill, piling the 
débris several feet deep. A strong force begun 
work among the ruins, and by 1 o’elock Matt 
Mortimer, puddier, married, and resident of 
Brazil, was found buried under amass of red- 
hot brick and burned to a crisp. Among the 
wounded are: William E. Williams, a puadler, 
badly scalded; John Kaufman, struck by flying 
missiles; John Lewis, puddler, scalded; Elias 
Davis, scalded and crushed; Jehn E. Tobin, 
puddler, struck by missiles and badly burned; 
Pete Dolan, puddler, badly scalded. One boiler 
was hurled 100 yards west, exploding at the 
end. The losson property, as well as on hfe 
and limb, will be large. One of the batteries 
exploded two years ago.

The inaugural cer- 
emonies passed off in the best possible manner, 
without an accident or interruption of any kind.

THE STATE CANAL FUND. 

ALBANY, Jan. 9.—The Bureau of Canal Affairs’ 
report for 1887 shows that on Oct. 1, 1486, there was 
in the treasury and invested, belonging to the canal 
fund, $5,556,127; received during the fiscul year 
ended Sept. 30, 1887, $2,525,924; paid during the 
year, $3,317,135; balance Oct. 1, 1887, $4,764,915. 
Of this amount $271,930 was expende for ordinary 
repairs. There was purchased and canceled durin 
the year $28,000 of the debt maturing in July, 1887, 
and $195,700 of that maturing in July, 18¥1, leav- 
ing outstanding $6,545,250, there having matured 
$1.534,900 July 1, 1887. The annual interest on the 
debt, which is 6 per cent., is $392,715,

LAMAR SURE OF SUCCESS 


DESPITE THE PETIY POLICY 
OF THE REPUBLICANS. 
EVARTS TALKS AGAINST HIM—AN 
ADVERSE REPORT FROM THE JU- 
DICIARY COMMITTEE MAJORITY. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The Republican 
leaders whose petty partisanship has been 
steadily whittling down the party majority in the 
Senate and in the country, are not pleased with 
the manly stand taken by Senator Stewart of 
Nevada in support of the confirmation of Mr. 
Lamar as Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court. Mr. Stewart's letter has hit them a hard 
blow, and on both siaes of the Senate Chamber 
to-day has been heard the declaration that Mr. 
Stewart has placed a big rock in Mr. William E. 
Chandler’s path to the coveted oftice of boss of the 
majority, while putting Mr. Lamar’s confirmation 
beyond question. A good many Republican Sen- 
ators spoke to Mr. Stewart to-day about his 
letter, but not many of them had the courage, in 
Mr. Chandler’s hearing,{to commend the Nevada 
Senator’s course. Mr. Chandler’s desk is next 
to Mr. Stewart's, in the Republican “ amen cor- 
ner,” but it was not noticed that their chairs 
were any closer together than usual. Mr. 
Chandler himself was seldom in his seat. He 
appeared ‘to bein what the Democrats regarded 
as “a frame of mind.” He carried with 
him a bundle of documents, papers, peti- 
tions, &¢., supposed to be proofs of the 
assertion that the safety of the Union depends 
upon the rejection of Mr. Lamar. Mr. Spooner 
was taken into acorner by the New-Hampshire 
Senator and shown the contents of the bundle, 
and so was Mr. Frye. Mr. Sherman also received 
instructions and advice from the active Senator, 
who also found time to confer, among others, 
with Messrs. Platt, Hawley, Hoar, Blair, Jones 
of Nevada, Davis, and Farwell. But every where 
he went Mr. Stewart’s letter stood out in 
front of him as a_ notice that not 


all of his party associates would be dra- 
gooned into obeying his orders. Not all 
of Mr. Lamar’s friends in the Senate are as out- 
spoken as Mr. Stewart, butit is practically cer- 
tain that when the vote is taken on the question 
of Mr. Lamar’s confirmation, more than one Re- 
publican will go on the affirmative list with the 
Nevada Senator. Itis felt by some ef the Sena- 
tors who sometimes look a little beyond party 
lines that neither success nor honor is to be had 
by raking up the animosities of war times, and 
while the fear of making the party appear to be 
disturbed by a family rumpus restrains them 
from speaking out as Mr, Stewart bas done, they 
will protest against the Chandler idea by voting 
for Mr. Lamar’s confirmation. 

The friends of Mr. Lamar who counted upon 
the help of Mr. Evyarts in securing from the 
Judiciary Committee a report in favor of con- 
firming the Secretary as a Supreme Court Jus- 
tice, reckoned without their host. They had 
taken no account of the attitude of the new Re- 
publican ** boss” of the Senate, and had for- 
gotten that the senior Senator from New-York 
was subject to the orders of the ambitious 
junior Senator from New-Hampshire. That Mr. 
Evarts had been made to toe the line of narrow 
partisanship chalked out by ‘‘ Boss” Chandler 
was made evident soon after the Judiciary 
Committee met to-day. Not only did the 
New-York Senator vote in committee to 
report against the confirmation of Mr. 
Lamar. but it is understood that in the 
privacy of the committee room he made 
a stump speech of the “ bloody shirt’ order, that 
fairly warmed the cockles of Mr. Hoar’s heart 
and brought a genial glow to the sober counte- 
nance of Chairman Edmunds. Mr. Evarts’s an- 
nouncement of his purpose to follow the lead of 
Mr. Chandler settled the fate of Mr. Lamar, so 
far as the Judiciary Committee was concerned. 
Chairman Edmunds was known to have decided 
that politics calied for his opposition to Mr. La- 
mar. Mr. Ingalls looked through Mr. Edmunds’s 
spectacles, and the mere fact that the nominee 
came from a Southern State was sufficient to 
give Mr. Hoar the nightmare. Mr. Wilson of 
Iowa was bound to obey the instructions of his 
party leaders, so that the five Republicans, 
composing the majority of the commit- 
tee, were ready to say to the Senate after 
the doors of the chamber had been 
securely locked and barred against the public 
tbat it was the duty of that body to refuse to 
consent to the placing of Mr. Lamar upon the 
Supreme Court bench. The Democratic Senators 
onthe committee put numerous questions to 
Mr. Evarts, which were not calculated to make 
him feel that he was doing a creditable thing, 
but he stood fast to the Chandler policy, and so 
when the roll was called Mr. Evarts voted with 
the other four Republicans for an adverse re- 
port. Messrs, Pugh, Coke, Vest, and George, the 
minority committeemen, voted for confirmation. 

Then the committee took up the nomination of 
Postmaster-General Vilas, to succeed Mr. Lamar 
at the head of the Interior Department. Mr. 
Edmunds and his colleagues coulda find nothing 
in Mr. Vilas’s war record out of which to terrify 
men who remember nothing since the war, and 
so the committee voted without friction to re- 
port in favor of his contirmation. The oppor- 
tunity to present its reports to the Senate was 
given the committee late in the afternoon, when 
a star chamber sitting was ordered and all per- 
sons not Senators were driven out of the cham- 
ber and hustled out of the corridors. The 
minority members of the committee took care to 
let the Senate know that they dissented from 
the majority report against Mr. Lamar, and then 
an adjournment was taken without acting upon 
the reports. An extra meeting of the Judiciary 
Committee will be held to-morrow morning, at 
which the Republican members will map out a 
programme to be pursued in the Lamar and 
Vilas cases in the star chamber sittings.

Itis claimed that officers who are 
willing to do duty will be benefited by a substan- 
tial increase of pay, while those who are contin- 
ually shirking duty to engage in private enter- 
prises will not receive pay sufficient to warrant 
them in making all sorts of risky ventures in 
the hope of bettering their condition. 


A bill introduced by Senator Sherman to-day, 
to provide for the investment of certain funds 
in the Treasury, directs the Secretary of the 


Treasury from time to time to invest not 
exceeding 80 per cent. of the fund held in 
the Treasury for the redemption of notes of 
national banks “failed,” ‘tin liquidation,” and 
“reducing circulation,” by the purchase in open 
inarket of any bonds of the United States bear- 
ing interest. It further provides that when- 
ever the money on hand to the credit of said 
fund shallfalibelow 20 per cent. of the funds 
deposited the Secretary of the Treasury is 
directed from time to time to sell in open mar- 
ket any portion of the bonds purchased for said 
fund that may be necessary, in his opinion, to 
enable him to pay as presented any notes of 
national banks for the redemption of which the 
bond is held, the purpose being to maintain 
in the Treasury for such redemption not less 
than 20 per cent, and not exceeding 30 per cent. 
of the inoney deposited. Any national bank 
authorized to issue 90 per cent. of the bonds 
deposited by it as security for circulating notes 
is authorized after the passage of the act to 
issue circulating notes to the amount of 100 per 
cent. of the par yalue of .the bonds deposited.

THE NEW PRESIDENT OF THE CHICAGO 
BOARD OF TRADE. 

CuHICAGO, Jan. 9,—Charles L. Hutchinson 
is President of the Chicago Board of Trade. 
George D. Rumsey wanted to be, but “ Young 
Hutch’s” friends came to the front in the elec- 
tion to-day, and Rumsey went down the tobog- 
gan slide, reaching the bottom with a very de- 
cided thud. The election was amusing rather 
than exciting. I'rom the opening up of the polls 
even tothe going down of Rumsey 1t was evi- 
dent that Hutchinson was the man, but that 
did not damp the ardor of Rumsey’s 


friends. They had come to stay, and their numeri- 
cal littleness was entirely overshaduwed by their 
aggressiveness until the ballot box was reached. 
That Rumsey was not unanimously elected is 
not the fault of his friends. They had ‘ Board 
of Trade” tickets, ‘‘ Board of Trade election” 
tickets, and every other kind of ticket calculated 
to catch a vote which ingenuity could devise, 
and these were circulated with all the per- 
sistency that genuine triendship brings, and yet 
“Charley Hutch” was elected by a majority 
which should make * Old Hutch” proud of him. 

AS @ general thing “the son of his father,” 
when he is a candidate for any office, derives 
some benefit from the fact that he is such, but 
in this case his paternal progenitorship was pos- 
itively damaging to Charles L, Hutchinson. In 
fact, that was about the only thing that could 
be raised against him, and the result, therefore, 
may beregarded as showing many enemies Old 
Hutch” has made by antagonizing the board at 
various times in his “ usual lone hand’ way. 
Had Charles L. Hutchinson never had a father 
he would have been elected unanimously, as per- 
sonally heis universally popular.

A BANK PRESIDENT’S ERROR 


O D. BALDWINS RESIGNA- 
TION OF HIS POSITION. 
COMMITTING A TECHNICAL OFFENSE IN 
THE BOOKKEEPING OF THE FOURTH 

NATIONAL BANK. 


Mr. O. D. Baldwin has resigned the Presi- 
dency ofthe Fourth National Bank. The res- 
ignation was tendered some weeks ago. It was 
officially accepted yesterday. Mr. Baldwin has 
been in the employ of the bank for 24 years, 
ever since it was started in 1863, when, as 
a lad from Connecticut, he was given a trifling 
subordinate post. Headvancedrapidly. Banking 
circles recognized phenomenal capacity in him, 
and a dozen years ago he was one of the fore- 
most of the high-rank working banking officers 
of the metropolis, and four years ago he nat- 
urally succeeded to the Presidency. From that 
time he has been prominent always. His coun- 
sel has been courted. His opinions have carried 
weight. The New-York Clearing House, the 
National Treasury Department, Wall-street men 
of consequence, all men having to do with 
things financial, have been glad to seex his ad- 
vice, and acknowledge its value by abiding by it. 

Now he retires. And there is an ado which 
sensationalists seek to twist into aconsequential 
scandal, 


Mr. Baldwin retires guilty of “irregularities” 


~-80 goes the tale of the proclaiming sensation- 
mongers, 


Wall-street heard this tale—wondered, doubted, 
stood startled; men to whom O. D. Baldwin’s 
career was known dismissed the reports as 
beneath notice; the man’s long, clean record 
pointed to other and very different things, 


and those who were oldest among 
the banker’s acquaintances were __ first 
to impeach the whispered rumors. E.D. Baldwin's 
business career was answer enough to the re- 
ports, they agreed, and the stories discrediting 
him were promptly pronounced unmitigated 
Bslanders. Thus does a man’s established reputa- 
tion for integrity stand proof against innuendo 
and insinuated reproach even in the depths of 
Wall-street, foremost place of all the land in the 
quest of scandal and disaster. 

But they who gave the rumors their first start 
around lost none of their industry nor aban- 
doned any of their emphatic style of assertions. 
Chief among the distributors of the tales were 
politicians, ex-politicians, as it were, ex-poli- 
ticlans still not without hopes, ex-politicians 
who might not feel real lonesome in a compan 
where malice was gospel and revenge a beati- 
tude; ex-politicians not exactly to politics’ dam- 
age. 

More than two weeks ago reports incriminat- 
ing Mr. Baldwin came to THE NEW-YORK TIMES, 
and an investigation carried on by members of 
THE TIMEs’s staff resulted in the eliciting of de- 
nials absolute, explicit, and official. Directors 
of the bank met the tales with unhesitating 
and sweeping assertions that Mr. Baldwin 
was misrepresented; that he was guilty of 
no “irregularity;” that the bank was not 
in any way a sufferer; that, in short, the rumors 
in circulation were gross and shame-faced libels. 
Mr. Baldwin was out of town, the Directors ad- 
mitted, but this had no significance in it that 
could convey any reflection upon Mr, 
Balawin’s integrity. He had asked a vaca- 
tion, it had been granted to him, he had 
gone to Old Point Comfort for rest; over- 
work had broken him down—‘ overwerk” 
explained the Directors, ‘“‘in the interest of the 
bank.”’ Uniformly the Directors agreed that not 
one thing had occurred which in any way or to 
any degree could be twisted into a reflection on 
their President’s integrity. He was honest to 
the furthest degree, and the Fourth National 
Bank, they agreed, every one without reserva- 
tion, owed its prosperity—much of it, if not the 
most of it—to O. D. Baldwin’s management. 

THE TIMES, content to rest on these assertions, 
dropped the investigation. There was no room 
to doubt one word that was declared. Mr. 
Baldwin’s absence from town was not, under 
the circumstances, considered a matter provoca- 
tive of either sensation or scandal. 

Yet yesterday an evening paper brought outa 
big-type proclamation that set the town to talk- 
ing once more, and men claiming inside informa- 
tion came to THE TIMEs, averring that this pub- 
lication was really an “ official statement,” that 
* official statement’ running tn this wise: 


“Certain rumors have been circulated recently 
with respect to affairs inan important bank. These 
rumors have been of a kind hurtful to confidence, 
and they have embraced many suggestions that are 
wholly false, and that if published in a sensational 
Wway—as there 18 danger that they may 
be—would do irreparable harm to persons and 
interests which are worthy of every consid- 
eration. In view of this danger, or rather this cer- 
tainty of the harmful publication of facts miscon- 
ceived, together with falsehoods and mistaken con- 
jectures, this paper has thoroughly explored the 
matter in question, and now presents a succinct and 
accurate statement of the truth. 

“During a recent official examination of the 
Fourth National Bank 1t was discovered that the 
reserve hadi been reduced by disproportionate loans 
to a point below that required by the law. 
This practice is not infrequent in sound and 
conservative banks in times of special press- 
urs, and is often justified by necessity, 
when a refusal to trench upon the legally re- 
quired reserve threatens to create dangerous 
stringency in the market and perhaps to end in 
panic. But the law requires that accurate reports 
of loans, discounts, and reserve shall be made by 
the officers of the bank, and, unfortunately, 
in some instances this requirement had not 
been fulfillea by the responsible officer of the 
Fourth National. No money was lost by the 
bank and no injury done to any person or any inter- 
est we are assured and believe; and no fraudulent 
intent lay beneath the acts of the official concerned. 
But in au excess of zeal he permitted a technical 
violation of the law by entries which were not ac- 
curately representative of the then actual condition 
of the bank. 

“Without eitherthe intent or the resultof de- 
frauding the bank or its creditors, or in any way im- 

airing its condition or resources, the officer who 
ndiscreetly permitted things of this kind rendered 
himself a party to at least a technical violation 
of the law. When the matter was discovered, Mr. 
O. D. Baldwin, the President of the bank, him- 
self assumed the sole responsibility for what had 
been done, and tendered his resignation. The resig- 
nation was not acted upon, as the annual election, 
whith will occur to-morrow, was then near at hand, 
but Mr. Baldwin, who was greatly prostrated by 
the affair, was relieved from duty and went away 
for rest and recovery. 

** Diligentinquiry and a thorough knowledge of 
the facts in detail have convinced the editor of this 
paper that the foregoing statement represents 
the utmost extent of the affair; that no 
damage has been done to the bank or to 
auy one else; that no further irregularity 
than is herein set forth lies at the door of any one, 
and that even in the technical violations of the law 
referred to there has been no evil purpose and 
nothing more than indiscretion due to excessive of. 
ficial zeal.’”’ 

This ‘ official statement” came ont too late in 
the day to attract any attention in Wall-street, 
but last night, at the Windsor and other up-town 
resorts where financial men meet, there was 
widespread interest shown, and the Directors 
and officers of the Fourth National spent a lively 
evening receiving callsfrom an interested town. 

The men who insisted that this was an 
* official statement” drew on their imaginations 
liberally, but later in the evening they were 
ready for yet further efforts in sensationalism, 
and reporters of THE TIMES were entertained at 
an up-town hotel by two men who volunteered 
to establish deeper guilt upon Mr. Baldwin’s 
past than had yet been hinted at. One 
of these talkative persons was Lawyer Brad- 
bury C. Chetwood, whose card shows that he has 
an office in the Equitable Building. Lawyer 
Cnetwood represented Edmund Throckmorton, 
who was oncea clerk in the Fourth National 
Bank, Clerk Throckmorton being the fount- 
ain of the gossip galore that has been 
spurted out so spontaneously and spirit- 
edly during the past few weeks. The second 
talkative entertainer of the reporters was not 
Clerk Throckmorton himeelf. The second man 
was ‘‘an accountant,” a dabbler in poiitics, a 
man who has a grievance against Controller 
Trenholm. Clerk Throckmorton was not pres- 
ent. He had promised to be. The excuse that 
his counsel gave for his absence was that Clerk 
Throckmorton lives in Brooklyn, and Brooklyn 
has no probibition law je at present. 

But this was the tale the lawyer and his co- 
talker recited: 

He asserted that President Baldwin on several 
occasions, in order to make the reserve account 
cama the 25 per cent. demanded by law, placed 
with the cash in the morning, slips of brown 
paper bearing entries of sums ranging from 
$500,000 to $1,200,000, which were accredited 
to loans paid in, while in reality these loans 
were still outstanding. 

“A desperate attempt has been made,” went 
on this talker, ‘‘to cover up direct and positive 
violations of the national banking laws under 
the head of technical violations.” Then he laid 
down these points: . 

“That the Fourth National Bank was exam- 
ined two weeks ago laat ‘Thursday by National 
Bank Examiner Snyder and his assistants, Knox 
and Hyslop, at 10:15 in the morning, and that 
an examination of the cash showed a deticiency 
in the reserve of about $800,000, 

“That on discovering this fact, Mr. Snyder is 
said to have gone to Washington forth- 
with and reported the result of his 
examination to the Controller of the Cur- 
rency. On the return of Mr. Snyder from 
Washington, President Octavius D. Baldwia 
had left, and Vice-President Cornelius Ny Bliss 
was in command of the bank as acting Presi- 
dent, and he occupies that position at the pres- 
ent time.” 

“Qnth day of the examination’—thisis Law- 

er Chetwood ng—‘‘the three—Snyder, 

nox, and Hyslop—walked into the bank with- 
out any warning to the officers, and en- 
tirely unexpected by. them. Mr. Knox im- 
mediately walked into the cage and 


put his fingers on the cash, among which was & 
slip on brown paper for $800,000. Baldwin 
came running out of his room and exclaimed, as 
he saw the slip in Knox’s hands: 

**Give me that; there’s a little mistake. I'll 
fix it up in a minute.’ 

“**No,’ said Knox, ‘I have gotit.? And Knox 
kept it.” 

Lawyer Chetwood and his friend further ex- 

lained that President Baldwin was ‘in the 

abit” of putting in these little slips for the pur- 
pose of making a better showing than the bank 
was entitled to, and pretending that demand 
loans been paid when they had not been 
paid. Then, in answer to questions, it was said: 

**T am inclined to think that no actual loss re- 
sulted to the bank, P 

“This bank bas led all the other banks in the 
matter of certification in Wall-street. There are 
nine other banks almost as bad.” 

“Could the simple transferring of entries 
have done any great harm?’ was asked. 

‘The truth is,”’ was the answer, “ Baldwin 
did not have good security for loans.” 

As Col. Chetwood and his friend volunteered 
to explain, the story of the Examiner’s descent 
upon the bank had come to them from Throck- 
morton, who said that he had got his informa- 
tion from Mr. Knox, the Assistant Bank Exam- 
iner. 

Mr. Knox, a pleasant young gentleman, later 
in the meeting admitted that he knew Clerk 
Throckmorton. He vouched for Mr. Throck- 
morton as an honest and trustworthy maf, 
whose position in the Fourth National Bank for 
16 years had made him acquainted with all its 
inside history. When asked about the seizure 
of the eight-hundred.thonsand-dollar “slip,” as 
narrated by Mr. Throckmorten, and the at- 
tempt by Mr. Baldwin to get hold of the slip, 
he said that that was untrue, and he added that 
he found no slip for any such amount. He said 
that the Fourth National Bank was solvent and 
as strong financially as any bank in the city. 

There is the tale as bad asitcan be made 
against President Baldwin. It is well to tell it 
fully, for garbled reports of it may be forthcom- 
ing. One interesting feature of it, however, is 
that it is not as true in all its details as 
it might be. One of the stoutest asser- 
tions made by Mr. Baldwin’s accusers 
is that he has ‘skipped” from the 
country, Col. Chetwood and his co-talker of last 
night insisting that he was now in the Bermudas, 
The fact is that Mr. Baldwin is in New-York, 
and, what is more to the point, he received 
friendly calis yesterday from more than one of 
the members of the Fourth National Bank 
Boara of Directors. ; 

Clerk Throckmorton, whose accusations are 
the basis of the sensation as it is retailed, left 
the bank last April. He left because President 
Baldwin dismissed him. He does not love Presi- 
dent Baldwin. It is not libelous to intimate 
that Clerk Throckmorton loveth the sweets of 
revenge, 

Vice-President Bliss gives Toe Tres this card 
bearing on the case: 

NEW-YORK, Jan. 9, 1888. 
To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

I have read a statement which appeared in an 
evening journal of this date regarding the 
Fourth National Bank, of which §institu- 
tion [I have the honor to be a Di- 
rector and. Vice-President. I have depre- 
cated the publication of any statement of 
the matter referred to, not because the 
facts were not exactly as stated, (if they must 
he published no fairer statement could be made,) 
but for the reason that no harm was intended or 
wrought to anybody, and I felt that the penalty 
of publicity and the natural unpleasant 
comments that would necessarily follow 
Was too severe as a punishment for what 
Was, at most, simply an indiscreet use of the 
President’s power. A most rigid examination 
of the bank has recently been completed, prov- 
ing that never since its organization in 1863 
has it been in a stronger position than it now is; 
and this excellent showing of the insti- 
tution is owing in a large measure to the 
ability and devoted services of Mr. Baldwin. 
The Directors regret that he is obliged to with- 
draw under existing circumstances, with im- 
paired health, and he will, | am confident, have 
the personal sympathy of all who know him. I 
regret the indiscretion, but do not hesitate to 
say that I still have the most implicit confidence 
in his integrity.

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THE HOOSAC TUNNEL LINE’S RATES.

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OLD JOE LOGAN DEAD. 
DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 9.—A singular character 
died on Mackinac Island last week in the person of 
“Old Joe Logan.” who was in the employment of 
the American Fur Company at the beginning of the 
century, when John Jacob Astor was at the head of 


that notable enterprise. Logan used to travel along 
the shores of Lake Michigan as far as Chicago in a 
large, open rowboat, gathering furs. There were no 
steamboats in those days on Lake Michigan and 
Chicago was a dreary swamp. “Old Joe” died on 
the day he had completed his ninety-second year, 
and it is a singular fact that the event took place on 
the very day of the very year that he himself had 
thousands of times set for his death. For the last 
tew years of his life he lived in a small wooden hut, 
and spent all his time in rocking himself in a chair 
and crooning snatches of old French voyageur 
songs.

A BULL FIGHT IN MEXICO 


TWENTY THOUSAND SPEOTA- 
TORS AROUND THE RING. 
MAZZANTINI'S FEATS OF PROWESS DE- 
LIGHT THE SWELL SOCIETY OF THE 

CITY OF MEXICO. 


Ciry or Mexico, via El Paso, Jan. 9.— 
The swell society of the capital turned out by 
thousands yesterday to attest their appreciation 
of Louis Mazzantini, the famous bull fighter, 
who was announced for a benefit at th e plaza, 
More than 20,000 people were present, and 
among them Government officials, diplomats, 
and fair ladies from other climes than Mexico. 
Immediately after the entry of the judges 
@ trumpeter announced that the enter- 
tainment would begin, which brought 
forth loud applause. From the _ buil- 
fighters’ quarters there issued a horseman in 
Spanish costume mounted on a magnificent 
black animal. He was accompanied by a child 
equally well mounted and attired in a dress of 
varlous colors, and came to obtain from the 
judge the key of the door of the place within 
which the bulls were inclosed. This is an old 
Spanish custom, and is followed in all of Maz- 
zantini’s fights. The key was thrown to him, 
and he then returned to the other end of the 
ring and placed himself at the head of the 


bull fighters, who then entered three abreast. 
There were seven, exclusive of Mazzantini and 
the picadcres. 

Ata signal the first bull, a Spanish animal, 
entered the arena. He ran with streamers flow- 
ing from his sides, which were fastened with 
steels. Mazzantini met him and made several 
passes in front of him with his cape, which 
elicited considerable approval from the specta- 
tors. The bull then attacked one of the horses 
twice without displacing the rider from his seat. 
The third time the picador lost his grip, but 
astonished the spectators by grabbing the 
streamers from the bull’s side while the horse 
was being gored. Already the people cried for 
the banderillos, which consist of highly decotrat- 
ed sticks with barbed steel points, which have 
to be placed close together in the buli’s shoul- 
aers. Mazzantini soon dispatched the animal 
and made a speech to the spectators. 

The second bull which entered was perfectly 
black. He made rapid strides to the middle of 
the ring, and surveyed his enemies. The Mexi- 
cans admired this animal, and many remarked 
that it would be a lively one. The. first on- 
slaught on the horses was well met by the first 
picador, but immediately another horse and 
rider were tumbled, and the horse was led out 
of the ring, horribly gored, his entrails trailing 
on the ground. After him another was brought, 
There were three horses in the ring now, which 
the dull failed to throw, owing to the strong 
efforts of their riders. The horses, however, 
each time received a horn in either side. The 
banderillos were later on well piaced in this bull 
by Regeratilla, Galia, and Mazzantini. The lat- 
ter met with a very narrow escape at this time 
being chased entirely across the ring, and saved 
from coming to grief by his brother. This formed 
the only incident of the fight with this bull, who 
died from one thrust of Mazzantini’s sword. 

The performance with the next bull was en- 
livened by Corito, who executed the “Salto\s la 
Garoche.” This is done with a long pole, by 
means of which the bull fighter leaps over the 
bull as the latter charges at him. lt was very 
well executed yesterday. Two horses were pre- 
viously frightfully gored by this bull, and one 
rider would undoubtedly have been hurt bad it 
not been for Mazzantini, who always stations 
himself near the picadores to avoid any accident 
that may occur while the bull is charging a 
horse. Mazzantini later on acted as a banderillo, 
placing four barbs, or two pairs, in one bull, and 
then created tremendous excitement by per- 
forming the difficult feat of placing only one 
barb and with the other hand withdrawing the 
barbs he had previously stuck im the bull's 
snoulder. 

Mocmion, a Spanish bull fighter of Hermosillo, 
who was severely wounded recently at this ring, 
was introduced to the spectators by Mazzantini, 
and his crippled appearance, with only one 
serviceable arm, enlisted great sympathy and 
brought showers of silver dollars from all parts 
of the ring. 

Roman Lopez, one of Mazzantini’s assistants, 
while worrying a bull with his cape, slipped and 
fell, aud although the buil attacked bim he 
miracuously escaped. This same bull gored 
every horse, killing three of those that entered 
the rng. Mazzantini before killing him walked 
over to where Poniciona Diaz, the great Mexi- 
can bull fighter, sat, and saluted him with a tew 
words, offering his compliments to the laiter’s 
health, bravery, and good fortune. He then 
killed the animal beautifully, the spectators 
growing wild with enthusiasm. This incident 
was made still more exciting by Poniciona Diaz 
jumping into the arena and embracing Mazzan- 
tini very cordially.

READING'S LARGE PROFITS 


THE ANNUAL REPORI READ 
YESTERDAY. 

A MARKED INCREASE SHOWN IN EVERY 

DEPARTMENT — NOTHING DONE IN 
REGARD TO THE STRIKE. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 9.—The first annual 
méeting of the Philadelphia and Reading Rail- 
toad Company under the new reorganization 
plan was held this afternoon at Association 
Hall, Mr. John B. Garrett presided. 

President Austin Corbin read the annual re- 
port, which showed the gross earnings of the 
railroad company for the 12 mouths ended Nov. 
30, 1887 to have been $21,762,929, and the net 
earnings, $10.981,571. The gross earnings of 
the coal and iron company for the same period 
were $19,425,807, and the net earnings, $1,448,- 
482. Mr. Corbin explained that the report was 
notas complete as he would like to have made 
it, but stated that the enormous amount of 
business in the hands of the management con- 
sequent upon the transfer of the property from 
the Receivers made it a physical impossibility 
to have a complete report prepared. Advanced 
copies were not furnished the stockholders and 
this was made a point of attack at the meeting 
to-day by Mr. William E. Lockwood, who claimed 
that stockbolders could not act intelligently, 
owing to the absence of information respecting 
the business of the company. He presenteda 
resolution providing that a change be madé so 
that the company’s fiscal year shall end Sept. 
80, insiead of Nov. 30, 80 that the management 
could have time to prépare the reports for the 
annual meetings and wotild not then make the 
pies of insufficiency of time. The motion, how- 
ever, Was tabled. 

Mr. Lo¢kwood also argued that the surplus 
earnings of the company should go the stock- 
holders and net be used by the management in 
betterments, but his motion to that efiect was 
also laid On the table. 

George F. Baer of Reading, Penn., the general 
solicitor of the company in that city, offered a 
series of resolutions tending to indorse the plan 
of reorganization. The resolutions provided for 
the adoption of the annual reports an expression 
of thanks to the President, Board of Managers, 
and Receivers; directing the new Board of 
Managers to carry into effect all the provisions 
ef the plan of reurganization; creating the new 
offices of First Register, Second Register, and 
Assistant Secretary, the same to be appointed 
by the Managers; atithorizing the First 
Reglater and Secretary to execute the 
wenéral mortgage bonda, and the Second Regis- 
ter and Assistant Seeretary to execute the first, 
second, and third preference income mortgage 
bonds. The resolutions further authorized, in 
conformity with the plan of reorganization, the 
issue of $100,000,000 general mortgage bonds 
at arate of interest hot exceeding 4 per cent. ; 
$25,000,000 first preference income mortgage 
pofids, bearing non-cumulative interest from 
June 1, 1887, at 5 per cent., payable only out of 
available earnings; second preference inceme 
mortgage bonds not exeeeding $26,140,518, at 
5 per cent., payable only out of available earn- 
ings after prior interests are paid, and third 
preference income mortgage bonds to such an 
amount as the managers may determine, bear- 
ing 5 per cent. interest, payable out of availa- 
ble earnings after prior interests are paid. 

This was followed by a formal resolution of 
approval of the plan of reorganization. After 
reading the resolutions Mr. Baer moved that a 
stock vote be taken, but that it be deferred until 
the stock vote on the managers of the company 
should be taken. The motion was carried, and 
the resolutions were subsequently adopted by 
the same vote as that cast for the officers for the 
ensuing year. 

Before the voting for officers began, Mr. Lock- 
wood called the attention of the presiding officer 
to the fact that not a word had been said in ref- 
erence to the strike now in progress among the 
company’s employes. He, therefore, offered 
resolutions calling attention to the troubles 
among the employes, and requesting George W, 
Childs to act as arbitrator to bring about a set- 
tlement of the differences between the company 
and its employes. 

The resolutions, however, met the same fate 
as had the other propositions of Mr. Lockwood, 
and were laid on the table. Mr. Lockwood re- 
quested that a minute be made in the records of 
thie meeting that the motion to lay these resolu- 
tions on the table was made by Mr. Baer and 
seconded by Mr. Sully, both of whom were 
slosely identified with the management of the 
fompany. The vote for officers Was then taken 
and resulted as follows: 

President—Austin Corbin; Managers—A. J. 
Antelo, Samuel R. Shipley, Thomas Cochran, 
George De B. Keim, Stephen A. Caldwell, and 
George F. Baer; Treasurer—William A. Church; 
Secretary—William R. Taylor. This ticket was 
elected by a unanimous vote of 794,895 shares 
—within about 6,000 of the entire number of 
shares of stock. 

The annual report contained the usual state- 
ment of the operations of the railroad, coal and 
iron companies for the year ending Nov. 380, 
1887. The gross earnings of the railroad eom- 
pany were 21,762,929 05, an increase of 
$1,910,244 58 over the previous year. The total 
working expenses, not including rentals and in- 
terest, were $10,781,357, a decrease compared 
with 1886 of $572,660 83, leaving net earnings 
for the year of $10,981,571 11, an increase 
over 1886 of $2,498,914 41. The rental of 
igased roads and canals amounted to $3,800,- 
882 62, or $320,556 74 less than the year be- 
fore, and the interest payments, aggregating 
$5,478,132 02, show a decrease of $744,731 31. 
The result of this statement of increased gross 
earnings compared with considerably decreased 
operating expenses makes a gratifying exhihi- 
tion of $2,203,656 47 of clear profit, compared 
with a loss of $1,361,145 99 in 1886, and shows 
a net increase in profits of $3,564,202 46, 

The operations of the Coal and Iron Company, 
briefly condensed, show the following totals, 
the increases and decreases being compared with 
those of 1886: Gross earnings, $19,425,807 83; 
increase, $3,579,396 12; working expenses, ex- 
eluding rents and interest, $17,977,325 26; in- 
crease, $983,859 60; net earnings, $1,448,- 
482 57; increase, $2,595,536 54; interest, 
$794,272 08; decrease, $190,411 65; profit, 
$654,210 54, compared with a loss, in 1886, of 
$2,181,737 65, showing an increase of $2,785,- 
948 18. The combined operations of both com- 
panies show an increase in gress earnings coin- 
pared with 1886 of $5,505,640 71 and an in- 
crease in working expenses of $411,189 77. 

The combined net earnings were $12,430,- 
053 68, the largest in the history of the com- 
pany, a clear increase of $5,094,450 94 over 
1886, There was a total decrease of interest 
payments by the combined companies of $935,- 
142 96, and the result of the year’s operations 
shows a combined profit of $2,857,267 01, com- 
pared with a loss of $3,492,883 63 in 1886, 
showing @ total increase in profits of $6,350,- 
150 64. 

The railroad property earned gross receipts of 
$20,359,882 56; the operating expenses were 
$10,100,561 34, leaving net carnings of $10,259,- 
321 22, the largest showing of the same item 
for years. These figures are for the road itself, 
exclusive of canals, colliers, coal barges, and 
other sources of income of the railroad com- 
pany. The work of eftecting the final reorgan- 
ization of the companies, the report says, has 
beeh steadily pursued throughout the year. 
Difficulties almost innumerable presented them- 
selves to those charged with this task. The 
spirit of concession which prompted the cred- 
itors of the companies to assent to the plan of 
reorganization and the promptness with which 
the assessments were paid by the creditors and 
shareholders, eoupled with the excellent results 
of the year’s business, enabled the companies on 
the 2d of January, 1888, to terminate the Re- 
ceivership and resume possession of their prop- 
erties and business. 

After alluding to the new obligations to be 
ereated under the plan of reorganization the re- 
port presents tables showing that the average 
anbual net earnings of the railroad company 
from 1880 to 1887 were $9,216,305 66, and of 
the railroad and coal and iron companies com- 
bined$9,757,311. 

The annual charges of the companies on the 
pasis of the deposits of their obligations thus far 
wade under the provisions of the plan will be 
as follows: Railroad Company—Rent of leased 
lines, &c., $2,844,935; interest charges on fund- 
ed dept, $3,953,167; interest charges on real 
estate tbonds, $153,063; total fixed charges, 
$6,951,165. 

Coat and Tron Company—tinterest on divis- 
ional mortgage bonds, $814,540; interest on real 
estate bonds’ and mortgages, $36,457 34; total, 
$850,997 34. Total annual charges of both com- 
panies, $7,802,162. 

Various items to the amount of $20,043,- 
775 83, which have been carried as assets on the 
books of the railroad company for a number of 
years, have been charged to profit and loss and 
closed into the capital account of the com- 
pany. Thesame action was taken in respect to 
the sum of $13,301,740 73 standing upon the 
books of the coal company. It was deemed 
proper that this action should be taken at this 
time, when the companies, after reorganization, 
resume charge of their affairs. 

The meeting adjourned subject to the call of 
the Chair, after the adoption of a resolution pre- 
sented by Mr. Lockwood extending the thanks 
of the stockholders to President Corbin and his 
assistants for their able management of the af- 
fairs of the company.

TO DECLARE A SCRIP DIVIDEND. 
THE LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE ADOPTS 

THE ENGLISH SUGGESTION, 

Acting upon a petition from their English 
shareholders the Directors of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad voted yesterday to declare a 
serip dividend of 2 per cent. on the company’s 
outstanding capital stock. The petition sug- 
gested that the Board of Directors pursue a 
policy consisting in applying to construction 
purposes for a period of three years from the 
commencoment of the present fiscal year such 
surplus as would be available for the payment 
of dividends, and, instead of paying the same to 


the shareholders in cash, issuing to them af par 
shares in the company for the amount to which 
they are fairly and properly entitled, 

“The advantages to the company,” the peti- 
tion continues, “appear to be clear. Ite credit 
must necessarily be improved, as further séctri- 
ty issupplied for the existing bonded liabilities 
without & corresponding increase of charge 
upon the company’s property. Thus the com- 
pany would be enabled to borrow upon better 
terms the fands which may be required for con- 
struction over and above the amounts furnished 
from the application of the net cash revenue. 
The company may also be able ata later date 
to call in for redemption the outstanding 
$10,000,000 of 6 per cent, trust bonds and the 
$4,000,000 10-40 bonds at present outstanding, 
and to provide for their payment by the issue 
of preferred stock carrying a fixed annual in- 
terest, thus sétting free for the general purposes 
of the coiipany an amonnt of $28,162,700 
nomital securities.” . 

A special committee of the Directors had this 
petition refe¥red to it at once, and yesterday 
they reported unreservedly in favor of the posi- 
tion taken by the English sharehoiders. Of the 
63 names signed to the memorial 18 alone rep- 
resented about a quarter of the company’s en- 
tire stock. In closing their report the Direvtory 
Comimittee said: 

“ By the report of the company forthe fiscal year 
ending July 1, 1887, itis shown that the cost of the 
road and branches is largely in excess of the pres- 
ent capitalization, and that the latter may therefore 
legally be increased. 

“ Your committee recommend to the board that a 
dividend in stock at par, not exceeding 2 percent., 
be declared from the earnings of the fitst half year, 
and that a stockholders’ tieeting be called for the 
purpose of increasing the capital to sich an amount, 
not exceeding $5,000,000, as will permit from time 
to time the payments of stock dividends, in accord. 
ance with the policy indicated in the memorial” 

The Board of Directors, as a whole, agreed to 
this, and at its meeting yesterday, President 
Norton presiding, the board accepted the report 
and passed resolutions making a dividend of 2 
per cent., payable in stock at par to stockhold- 
ers of record Feb. 15,1888, ‘‘ provided the stock- 
holders, ata meeting called for that purpose on 
Feb. 21, shall, by proper resolutions, increase 
the capital stock for that purpose and further 
recommend to the shareholders the approval of 
the policy indicated in the memorial and in the 
report of the committee as to the payment of 
dividends.” 
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THE MATTER DID NOT COME UP. 
NO ALLUSION IS MADE TO THE ERIE 
IRREGULARITIES. aH 

PIttTsBuRG, Penn., Jan. 9.—The Board of 
Directors of the Pittsburg and Lake Erie Rail- 
road met in annual session at the general office 
of the company in this city this morning. This 
meeting has been looked forward to by the pub- 
lic with a great deal of interest, as it was ex- 
pected that the results of the recent investiga- 
tion in the ticket department would be de- 
veloped. President Newell read a partial re- 
port of the earnings of both the Pittsburg and 


Lake Erie Railroad and the Pittsburg, McKees 
port and Youghiogheny Railroad. It showed in- 
creased earnings and ot the whole was very 
flattering. The Board of Directors declared 
a dividend of 3 percent. on the stock of both 
cempanies. An adjourned meeting of both the 
Board of Directors and the stockholders will be 
held in a short time. This is due to the fact 
that the board finds it impossible te ascertain 
just what the earnings and expenses of the road 
were for the month of December. Heretofore it 
has been the custom of the Directors te make an 
estimate of December’s business, but this year 
it was deemed advisable to walt until an official 
return had been obtained, thus making tbe re- 
port of the year complete before making a final 
report to the stockholders. i 

No allusion was made during the meeting of 
the Directors to the irregularities in the passen- 
ger department, a report of the investigation 
not being presented. These matters will come 
up before the new Board of Directors at the 
next meeting. ; 

** Has Passenger Agent Smith resigned ?” ons 
of the Directors was asked. 

*T have received no notification of such ac- 
tion. We do not censure Mr. Smith. He bas 
proved himself to be a competent and honest of- 
ficial.

The amount the road sold for 
was $625,000. The remaining amount the Re- 
ceiver has six months in which to pay, and until 
then it is subjeet to the jurisdiction of the court.

AN OLD SOLDIER'S DEATH. 

San Francisco, Jan. 9.—Gen. Washing- 
ton Seawell died at his apartments, at the Berk- 
shire Hotel, early this morning. His disease 
was enlargement of the liver, whieh, combined 
with a weight of years, caused his death. He 
leaves only two relatives, his sons Bullitt and 
J. M. Seawell, who willinherit the bulk of his 


large fortune. He was born in Virginia in 1802, 
graduated from West Point in 1825, and entered 
active service asa brevet Second Lieutenant in 
the Seventh Infantry, being made full Secend 
Lieutenant shortly afterward. From 1832 to 
1834 he was Disbursing Agent of Indian Affairs, 
from which post he was transferred to the po- 
sition of Adjutant-General and aide-de-camp on 
Gen. Arbuckle’s staff. From this on he was act- 
ively employed in Indian wars, where he was 
distinguished for bravery, and was promoted 
to be Captain in the Bighth Infantry. In 1842 
Gen. Worth recommended him for the brevet of 
Major, andin 1843 urged his appointment to 
the command of the corps of cadets at West 
Point. 

In 1849 Gen, Seawell was with the Second In- 
fantry at Monterey, Cal., and was consequently 
oue of the California pioneers. At the breaking 
out ofthe war of the rebellion he hastened to 
apply for active duty, and had charge of a regi- 
ment in 1861 and 1862, He was retired in 1862. 
Though on the retired list, he did not entirely 
give up the service until March, 1869, when he 
was fully retired, having served 46 years and 8 
months inthe army. At the time of his death 
he was the second oldest General in the retired 
list. Gen. Seawell had lived on the Pacific coast 
since 1864, and had been for the greater part of 
that time a resident of Sonoma County, where 
he owned one of the largest ranches in the 
State.

OBITUARY. 


MAJOR JAMES 8. ROLLINS. 

Major James 8. Rollins, for many years a 
prominent figurein Missouri politics, died yes- 
terday at Columbia, Mo., after along illness. He 
was one of the most widély-known men in that 
State. He was born at Richmond, Ky., in 1812, 
and went with his parents to Missouri in his 
early youth, and with them settled in Boone 
County. He served several terms in thé State 
Legislature, and in 1860 was sent to Congress, 
Tn 1862 he was sont to Congress again, and in 


that session he introduced the celebrated bill 
the outcome of which was the construction of 
the Union Pacific, the Kansas Pacific, and the 
Central Pacific Railroad. He was appointed 
one of the Directors of the Union Pacific in 1867 
by President Johnson. In 1868 his distri¢t sent 
him back to the State Senate, where he did good 
work until his withdrawal from active par- 
ticipation in polities. Mr. Rollins was 
an intensely patriotic Union man, one 
of the most prominent in Missouri, and waS a 
firm adherent of the old Whig Part¥. When that 
party went ont of existence he was eqcely 
identified with the American Party, Which sue- 
ceeded it, and on the Alssolution of the Aimert- 
ean Party he took sides with the Democfats. 
Mr. Rollins stood by the Democrats until 1880, 
when he cast his vote for Garfield, and in 1884 
he Voted for Blaine. He was the father of the 
Missouri State University, one of its Board of 
Curators, and never lost a deep interest in that 
institution of learning

Robert Eastman, 8t., one of the oldest drug- 
gists of New-Jersey, died yesterday at Néew-Brins- 


wick. He was well known throughout New-Jersey, 
and was one of New-runswick’s most prominent 
citizens. He was 71 years old.

and contractor for Many yéars. About 1 years ago 
he efitered the emiploy of R. WH. Macy & Go. Ho de- 
signed the firm’s-new building, and it was erected 
under his superintendence. e also exécuted all 
the repaits and alterations in the establishment. He 
remained at Macy’s for 15 years, resigning his posi- 
tion 12 months ago on account of ill health. 


The Hon, Enos W. Barnes, editor of the Alle- 
gany County Reporter, died yesterday morning at 


his residence in Wellsville, N.Y., from cancer of the 
stomach. Mr. Barnes Was 52 years old. For 80 
yearshe was a Repubiican editor, formerly of the 
Steuben Cowrier, and for the last 12 years of the 
Allegany County Reporter. He held a number of it. 
portant offices, and was a member of the late Prison 
Labor Commission, the report of which was chiefly 
prepared by him. He was aman of marked ability, 
and exerted much infiuence in the politics of the 
State. His acquaintance among the publie men of 
the State was extensive, and he always enjoyed the 
respect and confidence of the public. Mr. Barnes 
leaves a widow and three children, the youngest a 
girl of 10 years. 


James G. Brown of the Order of Arrest De- 
partmtnt of the Sheriff's office died suddenly at his 


residence, 230 East One Hundred and Twelfth- 
strést, Sunday. He was in his fifty-third year. 
“Jim” Brown, as he was generally known, will be 
remembered by the thousands Who have in the past 
20 years visited Niblo’s Garden as the heavy-built 
man in the Jobby, who seemingly always had more 
tickets to s8e}l than the official in the box office. He 
was the speculator in the days of thé “ Black 
Crook,” when he cleared ovet $35,000. He repre- 
sented Jarrett & Palmer in the lobby of Booth's 
Theatre, and made a small fortune during the runs 
of “Julius Qwsar,” “Sardanapalus,” and “ Henry 
V.,% and on the memorable night of Saturday, Nov. 
7, 1874, when Charlotte Cushman bade the métrop- 
olis farewell, his profits were $800. He leaves a 
wife and two children. He owned the house in 
which he died, and “ left a fergeecey handsonie be- 
sides,” as one of his intimates putit. He owed his 
position of Deputy Sheriff to John Kelly, who was a 
warm personal friend of Mrs. Brown’s father. 


The funeral of Charles G. Havens, who died on 
Saturday last, will take place from his late residence, 


103 East Nineteenth-street, to-morrow morning at 
11 o'clock. Mr. Havens was identified with the 
growth of this city through a great part of the 
present century. He was born at Port Jefferson, 
Long Island, in 1808, but came to this city a’ a 
inere lad, depending on his own resources to rise 
in the world. He betame a clerk in the law office 
of George Griffin and George W. Strong, was admit- 
ted to the Bar, and finally became a member of the 
law firm of Cutting, Moore & Havens, of which the 
great adVocate, Francis B. Cutting, was the head. 
In 1849 he retifeai from the Jaw business and de- 
voted himself to realestate investments. He was 
among the first tu foresee the advance of the city 
toward the Harlem River, and he rapidly acquired 
a large fortunes. Mr. Havens was never marfied. 
He was very charitablo, but in an tinobtrusive way. 
In 1870 he founded and endowed the Havens Relief 
Fund Society, for the relief and restoration to self- 
support of worthy and industrious persons tempo- 
rarily disabled by accident or illness. 


The death is announced by cable of Bonamy 
Price, M. A., Professor of Political Economy in Ox- 


ford University, and widely known by his lectures 
and works on the sciences of political economy. Prof. 
Price was in his eightieth year, and 4 ative of 
Guernsey. He was éducated nider private tutors 
and at Worcester College, Oxford, where he was 
graduated in 1829 with double first class honors in 
classics and mathematics. He was apponnted As- 
sistant Master in Rugby School in 1880 and Pro. 
fessor of Political Etonomy in the Univefsity of 
Oxford in 1868, holding the chair with distinguished 
honor until his death. Leds ey his long career as an 
instructor Prof. Price published a number of valua- 
ble works, principally on economic subjects. He 
was the author of “The Angio-Catholic Theory,” 
“The Principles of Currency,” ‘ Of Currency and 
Banking,” ‘‘ Practical Political Economy,’ and 
many articles in reviews aud magazines. In 1874 
Prof. Price visited this country ahd delivered lect- 
ures in this city and other Commercial centres in ad- 
yocacy of hard nioney. He was President of the 
economical department of the Social Science Con- 

ress at Cheltenham in 1878, and served as a mem- 
fer of the Royal Commission on Agricultural De- 
pression.

EMIGRANT CARS WREOKED. 
TWO CHILDREN KILLED AND TEN PER- 
SONS INJURED. 

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 9.—Full particulars of 
a bad train wreck on the Union Pacific Road 
near Edson station, in Wyoming, were received 
at headquarters to-day. Passenger train No. 3, 
that left here at 9 o’cleck Friday night, was run 
into at the rear by a freight train, and two 
emigrant sleeping cars were not only broken to 
pleces, but they caught fire from the engine, and 


the effects of probably 50 or more emigrant pas- 
sengers were entirely destroyed. Following is 
a list of the persons injured and killed: 

William R. Johnson, chest injured; Mrs. Will- 
iam R. Johnson, back injured; a 5-year-old child 
of Mr. and Mrs, Johnson died at Rawiings from 
being crushed by timbers; George Shearer, brake- 
man on passenger train, right leg and thigh bad- 
ly cut; Miss Ida Jay, injured in back slightly; 
James Price, right ankle badly sprained and hip 
bruised; Mrs. James Price, shehtiy hurt; Mra. 
Dennis Treat, right thigh badly cut. A little 
child of Mrs. Treat was instantly killed. D, B. 
Kretzinger, rib fractured; Mrs. D, B. Kretzinger, 
chest crushed, A 2-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs, 
Kretzinger was slightly injured. The physicians 
in attendance report that the last named woman 
is more seriously injured than any of the others, 
and doubts of her recovery are entertained, All 
the injured have been taken to Rawlings and are 
being well cared for by the company, : 

The wreck occurred about 2 o'clock this morn- 
ing, when the thermometer registered 35° below 
zero. The passengers, thrown from their berths, 
were scantily clothed. 

The causes given for this accident show that 
Conductor Vermillion of the passenger train 
must have been sadly at fauln, On account of 
something having gone wrohg about the engine 
the train had stopped and stood still for fully an 
hour. A man should have been sent back to flag 
the freight train, but this was notdone. When 
the freight struck the passenger train had just 
started ohits journey. The freight engine was 
considerably damaged, but the loss of the two 
emigratit cars was the only damage done to the 
passenger train. 
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THE CONFIDENCE GAME. 
NEW-YORK JEWELERS THE VICTIMS OF 
A CLEVER WOMAN. 

MONTREAL, Jan. 9.—Flora Samuels, who 
has been playing the confidencs game on several 
American jewelers, was arrested here to-day by 
the High Constable on a charge of bringing 
stolen goodsinto the country. The first infor- 
mation received concerning her was on Satur- 
day, when William 8. Taylor, a wholesale jeweler 
in Utiea, telegraphed to them to hold her, as she 
had stolen $800 worth of jewelry from him. She 


was living here with Mark Workman, an ex- 
rabbi of Utica. Mr. Taylor arrived here this 
morning and made a deposition against the 
woman and she was arrested. Workiman ac- 
companied her to the police court, and on the 
way she slipped to him a sachel which, on being 
recovered, was found to tuntain two diamond 
rings, a pair of diamond earrings, a diamond 
searfpin, and a bar pin with six diamonds. 
She at first deniod that she had stolen 
them, but finally stated that she had 
received the jewelry from a jeweler at Utiaa, N. 
Y., tosell. Bome ofthe jewelry, she said,;was 
got in New-York from a firm at 2 Oliver-street. 
The jewelry was worth altogether about $600. 
The High Constable telegraphed to New-York 
and found that she had also cheated Mr, Bernard 
Berman, a pawnbroker of that city, out of sev- 
era! hundred dollars’ worth of jewelry. Mr. 
Berman also charges her with forging promis- 
sory notes to the amount of $1,500 and prom- 
ised to send particulars by his lawyer, but later 
on he telegraphed that he leaves to-night for 
Montreal. Mrs. Samuels was accordingly re- 
manded. 

She is refined and ladylike in appearance and 
appears to have bad the full confidence of the 
jewelers she dealt with. In her pecket was 
found a letter from her daughter congratulating 
her on escaping to Canada and asking her to 
consult the best lawyer to see if she could be ex- 
tradited. Her family, the letter stated, would 
stand by her to the last drop of their blood.

THEY PAID FOR THE SHEEHFP. 

CONNEAUT, Penn., Jan. 9.—The Commis- 
sioners of Crawford County ‘vere ealled upon 
recently to pay a peculiar claim against the 
county, and one which probably has no prec- 
edent in this or any other State. The law com- 
pels the owners of dogs to pay a per capita tax 
on allsuch animals. This is a recognition of 
property in dogs, and in consideration of the 
revenue the county receives from the taxing of 


them it is liable to sheep owners for all damage 
done to sheep by dogs on which a tax had been 
paid, on proof of damage and the identity of the 
dog. One of the leading farmers of this town- 
ship had adog andhelda tax receipt, making 
bis possession for the year 1887 alegalone, A 
night or so before the end of that year the 
farmer heard a great commotion among his 
sheep, and hurrying out tothe inclosure where 
they were kept he found seven of them dead 
and abother one dying, with the teeth of 
the farmer’s own dog fastened in its 
throat. The owner of the sheep-killing dog 
got his gun from the house and shot the dog 
dead. Last week he went to Meadville and pre- 
sented his bill to the County Commissioners for 
the eight sheep which his dog had killed. He 
argued before the board that, having paid the 
tax on his dog, and being legally entitled to its 
possession, he was as much entitled to remu- 
neration for the loss of the sheep as his neigh- 
bor would have been had the dog killed sheep 
for him. The Commissioners ridiculed the farm- 
er’s argument and laughed at the idea of a man 
being paid for owning a sheep-killing dog that 
slaughtered his own sheep. The case was placed 
before the best lawyer in the county by the 
farmer, and the result was that the Commission- 
ers found that the claim had every chance of 
being sustained by the courts, und they paid for 
the sheep. v 
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DRIED FRUIT INDUSTRY. 
Lockport, N. Y., Jan. 9.—The apple-dry- 
ing and fruit-evaporating industry of Western 
New-York developed with astonishing rapidity 
last year. Fruit evaporators are running still 
in this part of the State, a fact hitherto un- 
known in this business. Over a dozen new and 
large evaporators have been erected in Niagara 


County alone. They are running night and day. 
The market for this kind of fruit is found in 
Europe, and dried apples are supplanting in a 
great measure the green fruit. There are now 
in Niagara County representatives of English 
firms buying large quantities of this kind of fruit. 
The reason assigned is that the barreled ap- 
ples rot so in making the transatlantic ids 
Many European firms have taken the trouble 
this year to send their agents to this country to 
buy from personal inspection rather than 
through their commission men. If the market 
does not rise before Spring it is liable to leave 
several prominent commission firms in this State 
ina bad way. The blow the dried fruit strikes 
at the green is surprising. It is estimated 
that over $100,000 have been expended in evapo- 
rating apples and canning them in this county 
alone. O/ course this county naturally leads 
all the others as being the chief apple market 
of the worla, but Wayne, Monroe, Orleans, 
Chautauqua, and Cattaraugus are not far behind.

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OFF THE TRACK AT CHATHAM-SQUARE. 

The Manhattan Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany yesterday had another accident on its 
Third-avenue line.

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THE CIGARMAKERS’ SIRIKE. 

D. Hirsch, the head of the Defiance Cigas 
Manufactory, whose men struck on Friday ona 
plea of a reduction of wages, has issued a letter 
stating that the firm had not reduced wages, had 
never made cigars in tenement houses, and that 


the employes had misunderstood the suggestion 
which the firm had submitted to them. Mr. 
Hirsch is willing to take back all those people 
who were ordered out by the union at the wages 
heretofore paid. But they must apply for work 
not later than Jan. 14, as after that date the 
firm will employ other help that it may need, 
and will give preference to others than those 
who left without cause. Hereafter the tirm wilt 
not be willing to confine its employment of help 
to unionists, but will employ help regardless of 
their connection with unions. 

Delegates of the various cigarmakers’ local 
unions met lastevening and appointed a com 
mittee to call on Mr. Hirsch to-day and tell him 
that all hands will return to work at the old 
rates. 

It was reported that the firm of Ottenbure 
Brotbers, in East Twenty-third-street, had in- 
formed its employes that they must expect a 
reduction of $1 a thousand cigars. The em- 
ployes made an anvplication to strike. 

The strike of the steam pipe and boiler fitters 
took place yesterday. The employers said that 
the men had struck, while the men asserted that 
they had been knocked out. Several of the em- 
ployers seemed to be willing to pay the advance 
demanded, but did not want to be dictated to by 
the union. 
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HE MAY BR ALIVE. 
New-BrRUnNswick, N. J., Jan. 9.—It was am 
nounced here threes weeks ago that Dr. Robert EK 
Richards, a wealthy resident of Highland Park, and 


a theatrical and a patent-medicine man, had died of 
delirium tremens in New-York. To-day persons say 
that they saw him a week ago. An investigation is 
being made, and, in the meantime, the application 
for letters of administration on his large estate will 
be postpened.

THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW 


AN ANSWER TO THE POLIOE 
COMMISSIONERS. 

CITY. SUPERVISORY BOARD POINT- 
ING OUT DISCREPANCIES AND BAD 
LOGIC OF THE COMMISSIONERS. 

The Civil Service Supervisory and Exsm- 
ining Roards of New-York City, taking excep- 
tion, to several of the statements centained in 
the report of the Board of Pelice Commissioners 
concerning the effect of the civil service law 
upon the Polics Department, have, under the 


hanc of Secretary Lee Phillips, sent them the 
followiag reply:

Police: 

DEAR SiR: I beg to acknowledge the receipt of 

your communication of the 27th ult. sent by direc- 

ion of the Board of Police in response to my inquiry 
as to the effect upon their department of the overa- 
tion of the civil service law and regulations, and I 
desire to say that, while any opinion on the subject 
coming from your honorable board is welcomed by 
this bureau, there are, nevertheless, in your com- 
munication certain statements which, in my judg- 
ment, tend to mislead the public, to whom the letter 
was given through the press several hours in ad- 
vance of its being’ sent tome, and therefore call for 
reply. 

“4 reference to the application of the law giving 

reference to honotably discharged veterans of the 
Tate war, in Sommenting npon which your board 
speaks of “ the apparent injustice, inconsistency, 
aud impropriety of that part of the present law and 
civil service requirements,” [can only say, what 
certainly is well known to the Police Board, that 
this bureau has no responsibitity for that law, but 
as its provisions are equally mandatory upon us and 
upon the appointing power, we are bound to com- 
ply with them in framing our rules and in carrying 
them into effect. It may be proper also to direct at- 
téntion to the tact, which is not too prominently in- 
dicated in your letter, that the class constituting the 
great majority of the appointees of the Police Depart- 
tnent, namely, the patrolmen, are entirely exempt 
from the operation of the law giving preterence to 
the honorably discharged veterans, in consequence 
of the police statute limiting the age of applicants 
tosach position to 30 years. As to the statement 
that ander the law persons arriving at the age of 
60 years are “liable” to retirement by the Police 
Board upon a pension for life, even though appointed 
atthe advanced age of 59,1 beg to say that [I have 
recently observed the statement in the public press 
and believe 1t to be the fact that the General Term 
of the Supreme Court has lately decided, in the case 
of the People ex rel. Boister against the Police 
Commissioners, that sanch retiremeut lies entirely 
within the discretion of the Police Board, and I 
should hardly think it a fair inference to assume 
that the board would exercise such discretion in as 
extreme a case as the one cited. 

Roetetring to the complaint that, through the opera- 
tion of the present system of certification, the power 
ef selecting proper persons for appointment as 
patroimen is virtually transferred from the Board 
of Police to the Civil Service Board, 1 respectfully 

n to the not generally known facts: 
uuder Civil Service Regulation 18 
es tor said position may apply to the Police 
Commissioners as well as to our burean for permis- 
sion to be examined, and, 

Second—As will be observed by the statistics be- 
Jow, a very large proportion of the candidates have 
always availea themselves of this privilege by ap- 
plying to the individual Commissioners and being 

vv them sent before the police Surgeons for phys- 
ical examination, and, to add what may be in the 
yiature of demonstration that the power of appoint- 
ment is not at least absolutely transferred, the 
records disclose that out of 913 candidates who 
Yinally survived the various ordeals and received 
appointments during the period from Aug. 29, 
JRx4, (the beginning of the operation of the Civil 
Rervice competitive system.) to\Oct. 15, 1887, 856, or 
$3 per cent., were, by a remarkable coincidence, from 
among those who preferred to make their original 
application to the Police Commissioners themselves 
as aforesaid. 

The records further disclose the following facts 
which I beg leave to submit for the careful perusal 
end consiieration of your honorable beard, the 
period covered being the same as that above indi- 
eated, from Aug. 29, 1884, to Oct. 15,1887. The 
number of candidates who made preliminary @ppli- 
cation at the Civil Service Bureau and were sent to 
Police Headquarters to receive examination by the 
police surgeons was $15. Of these, by authority of 
the Police Board, the surgeons examined 28 per 
eeat., of 229. The resuitof such examination shows 
135 passed and 94 rejected. Number of candidates 
who made preliminary application to the Police Com- 
missioners anid werd examined vy the police 
aAutgeons, 2,085; the result of such e6x- 
ninination shows 1,351 passed, 734 rejected. 
Number of candidates employed on _ proba- 
tion who made original application to Police Com- 
missioners, 856; number employed on probation who 
made preliminary application at Civil Service 
Bureau, 57. Of the totalnumber of men examined 
by the police surgeons, yviz., 2,314, 10 per cent., or 
#29 wero of those who applied at the civil service 
office and 90 per cent., or 2,085 of those who more 
discreetly applied to the Police Commissioners. whe 
allegation that the power of selection is virtually 
transferred to this bureau is hardly sustained by 
these figures. 

In regard to the “ practical results of the present 
aystem,” as considered in your letter, and the unfair, 
if not somewhat illogical, comparisons of dismissals 
and resignations sihce August, 1884, it is reason - 
able to suppose that among the canses that led 
to such dismissals and resignations under charge6s 
the element of Character of such appointees must 
have largely entered, and in this ‘connection I may 
state, as the factis probably not clearly understood 
by the public, that, as forming an important part 
in the examination, the investigation into the 
previous habits, history, record, and char- 
acter of the applicant is intrusted solely to 
the immediate agents of the Police - Depart- 
ment, viz. the Captains and detectives under 
them of the various precincts wherein the appli- 
cants reside, and this element of character is as ab- 
solute in determining the moral fitness of the can- 
didate as is the height of the mznor the expansion 
of his chestin the physical examination by the po- 
lico surgeons. Furthermore, the probationary 
perioa of 30 days is provided expressly for the dis- 
covery of such qualities as cannot be tested or de- 
veloped by any examination, and such period was 
fixed after constiltation with the Police Cemmis- 
sioners and upon their request, and was by them 
considered a sufficient period to test such other- 
wise unascertainable qualities. 

Finally, if the civil service law and regulations 
place restrictions upon the Police Department in 
common with all other departments of the City Gov- 
ernment and prevent a range of selection from the 
entire eligible lists itcan only be said that such 
regulations were not arbitrarily prescribed, but 
have been adopted after due consideration and ap- 
proval by the Mayor ot the city and the State Civil 
Service Commission with the sole object of pro- 
moting the best interests of the Municipal Govern- 
ment by the improvement of the morale of the forces 
employed in the various departments. This im- 
provement was naturally sought through the 
adoption of a rule which would confine the scope of 
selection, as far as possible, to those passing the 
best examinations, for, as so clearly demonstrated 
by the foregoing figures, most of the can- 
cidates on the eligible lists of patrolmen having been 
originally sent to us for examination by the several 
Police Commissioners themselves, if the entire lists 
went back to them, as suggested atthe close of your 
ord each Commissioner would invariably select 
1is ‘‘men” for appointment, as under the old non- 
competitive system, and which custom has been so 
faithfully observed, as the records show, even during 
the operation of the rule directing the certification 
of three names for each vacancy, 

In view of the foreguipg it would appear that if 
the existing reguiations require amendment the 
change should be in the direction of compelling all 
candidates for position on the police force to make 
application in the first instance to the Civil Service 
Board, a8 is required of other city wtise

SUPREME COURT OPINIONS, 


A NEBRASKA HABEAS CORPUS CASE— 


TREATIES AND THE TARIFF. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—A decision was rendered 
by the Supreme Court of the United States to-day 
in the habeas corpus 6ase of the Mayor and City 
Council of the city wot Lincola, Neb. A charge of 
misappropriating money belonging to the city was 
made against a Police Judge, and the Mayor and the 
City Council proceeded to try him for the alleged 
offense. He, pending a decision, applied to the 
United States Circuit Court asacourt of equity 
for a restraining order to stop the proceedings 
againsthim. An injunction was granted, but the 
Mayor and Counoil refused to obey it, continued 


their trial of the accused Judge, and _ finally 
removed the latter and appoimted another per- 
son in his place. They were thereupon ad- 
judged guilty of contempt of the order of the Federal 
Court, and were fined and committed to the custody 
of the United States Marshal. They now appeal for 
a release on a writ of habeas corpus, This court, in 
along opinion by Justice Gray, holds that a United 
States Circuit Court, sitting as a court of equity, 


{ has no jurisdiction whatever over criminal cases or 


cases involving the appointment or removal of State 
and municipal officers. The proceedings of the Fed- 
eral Court in Nebraska, therefore, weré, from the 
beginning, in the nature of a usurpation of the 
functions of a court of law, were beyond its juris. 
diction, and were null and void. Thedetention of the 
Mayor and City Council of Lincoln in custody is 
illegal, and they are entitled toa discharge. The 
Chief Justice and Justice Harlan dissented, 

A decision was also rendered in the case of James 
F. Whitney and others against William A. Robert- 
son, Collector of the Port of New-York. The ques- 
tion presented is the force and scope of certain pro- 
Visious contained in treaties concluded between the 
United States and the republic of San Domingo and 
the kingdom of Hawaii, respectively. The plaintiffs 
in error, who are merchants of New-York City, im- 
ported in 1882 from the island of San Domingo 
a large quantity of centrifugal and molasses 
Sugars, Similar in kind to the sugars im- 
pvr free of duty, from the Sandwich 

slands. The Collector exacted duties on the 
San Domingo sugars to the amount of $22,000. The 
importers paid under protest and then brought this 
suit to recover the money so enacted on the ground 
that, by virture of Article IX. of the treaty be- 
tween the Ugited States and the Dominican Repub- 
lic, the United States was debarred from imposin 
any higher day or any other duty upon products o 
San Domingo than should be imposed upon similar 
products ot other countries with which the United 
States might have commercial relations. Sugars of 
the kind here in controversy were imported free of 
duty from the Sandwich Islands under treaty pro- 
Visions, therefore it was contended they should bé aa. 
mitted free of duty from the island of San Domingo, 
This court, in an opinion by Justice Field, holds, 
first, that the ninth article of the treaty between 
the United States and San Domingo was merely a 
pledge of the contracting parties that there should 

6 no discriminating legislation against the import- 
ation of articles which are the growth, produce, 
or manufacture of their respective countries 
in favor of articles of like character from any 
other country. It was never designed to pre- 
vent special concessions, (like those made to the 
kingdom of Hawaii,) upon sufficient considerations, 
for the importation of specific articles, It would re- 
quire the clearest language to justify a conciusion 
that the Government of the United States intended 
to preclude itself with such engagements with other 
countries, Which might in the future be of the high. 
estimportance to our trade. Second, that the act 
of Congress under which the duties in this case were 
collected authorized their exaction. It was of gen. 
eral application, and made no exception in favor of 
goods of any country. It was passed after the treaty 
with the Dominican Republic, and if there be 
any conflict between the stipulations of the 
treaty and the requirements of the law, the latter 
must control. It the country with which the treaty 
is made is dissatisfied with the action of the legis- 
lative department it may present its complaint to 
the executive head of the Government and take 
such other measures as it may deem essential for the 
protection of its interests. The courts can afford 
lo redress. When a law is clear in its provisions its 
validity cannot be assailed before the courts for 
want of conformity to stipulations of a previous 
treaty not already executed. The judgment of the 
United States Circuit Court in favor of the Col- 
lector is affirmed. A similar decision was rendered 
in the case of Hugh Kelley against Edward L. Hed- 
= Collector, which presents nearly the same ques- 
tion. 

The Attorney-General of Missouri submitted a 
motion 10 dismiss for want of jurisdiction the case 
of Hugh Motram Brooks, alias W. H. Maxwell, who 
is now in prison in St. Louis under sentence of 
Geath for the murder of Charles A. Preller. The 
Attorney-General maintained that the case did not 
present a Federal question and that this court could 
not take jurisdiction of it. Counsel for the prisoner 
argued in a voluminons brief that the case doses pre- 
sent Federal questions for the reasons, first, that 
upon the trial of the validity of a statute of the State 
ot Missouri was calledin question on the ground of its 
repugnance to the Constitution of the United States; 
second, that the prisoner was induced by means of 
a conspiracy anda plot to testify against himself 
contrary to the prohibition and guarantee of the 
fourteenth amendment; third, that owing to a de- 
fect in the indictment subsequently remedied by 
the court the prisoner is about to be deprived of his 
life without due process of law; and, fourth, “that 
due process of law” requires a public trial, and for 
one whole day while the jurors were being exam- 
ined on their voir dire, the public were 
excluded from the séourt toom. Counsel 
for the prisoner urged a number of other 
reasons for asking this court to take jurisdiction of 
the Case, inany of them being similar to those which 
were urged in thé case of the Chicago Anarchists. 
The motion of the Attorney-General of Missouri has 
virtually the effect of bringing Maxwell’s case be- 
fore this courtat once on its merits, andif the mo- 
tien to dismiss be granted it will of course be equiv- 
alent to an aftirmance of the sentence of death pro- 
nounced by the State Court.

Mr. LEE Puit.ips, Secretary of the Civil 
Service Board of this city, has addressed a 
letter to the Board of Police Commissioners 
calling their attention to some errors of 
fact and implication in their letter on the 
operation of the reform law in the police 
system. He points out that the effect of the 
preference to veterans does not at all extend 
tothe great body of police appointments, 
since all the patrolmen are exempt from 
it, and that it lies with the Commis- 
sioners to avoid the most palpable evils 
likely to arise under the preference. The 
chief complaint of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, namely, that the law takes the 
selection of appointees from their hands 
and gives it to the Civil Service Board, Mr.

Judge BARRETT 
seems to be willing to accommodate him, 
and yesterday set the case down for the 
first day of the term of the Court of Oyer 
and Terminer next month. Mr. FLYNN has 
not exhibited the same eagerness, and we 
doubtif heisin any hurry. The last Dis- 
trict Attorney, who took a yearand a half 
to try four ‘‘ boodle” cases, seems to have 
been rather negligent of SquirE and FLYNN, 
but Col. FetLows has repeatedly declared 
his stern resolve to attack and dispose 
of every criminal case that comes in 
his way. We hope he will be pre- 
pared to give Squire all he wants 
in the way of a trial. He has nearly 
a month in which to prepare for the case, 
and it will give him a chance to show what 
his professions amount to. There are at 
least two ways in which a criminal case 
may be tried. One involves a thorough 
preparation and a vigorous prosecution 
for the purpose of establishing guilt 
and securing conviction, leaving it to 
the counsel on the other side to 
prevent it if they can. The other is in- 
tended merely to get rid of the case by a 
perfunctory presentation with a possible 
preference for acquittal. It will be quite 
possible to distinguish between these two 
methods in operation, and the Squire case 
will present as good a test as any other, 
wnless, possibly, one of the remaining 
“boodle” cases. 
ERS BE TR IE eS LY LI TOOTS 
In the alternate swayings of public feel- 
gog in Europe between prospects of war and 
prospects of peace it chances that the latter 
for the moment seem the clearer. Hence 
’ Anstria’s calling out her reserves for drill 
in Moravia and Russia’s dispatch of more 
infantry to Poland create no anxiety, while 


dismissals of sundry Russian troops whose 
enlistments have expired are dwelt upon 
with satisfaction. In point of fact, no ma- 
terial change has occurred in the situation. 
The embargo put by Winter upon active 
operations while Poland, Galicia, and 
Silesia may be buried under common snow- 
falls gives an outward tranquillity which is 
not the result of any harmony yet attained 
in the rival Courts. With the coming of 
Spring it will be more possible to determine 
whether there has been any real advance 
toward a solution of the deep-seated troub- 
les. Meanwhile the attitude of England 
seems to have become a little better defined. 
It is quite certain that she takes no active 
part in the alliance of Germany, Austria, 
and Itaiy, but that her influence will be 
thrown with them should Russia adopt an 
aggressive Balkan policy. It may be going 
too far to say, as a Constantinople corre- 
spondent asserts, that England has definite- 
ly promised to send two squadrons to the 
Black Sea should Russia attempt to occupy 
Bulgaria, but she is probablysready to act 
in concert with the three allied powers to 
prevent Russian subjugation of the princi- 
pality. 





Calcutta advices announce that large 
bodies of Thibetans are entering Sikkim; 
that Thibetan intriguers are becoming very 
active, and that a display of force will have 
to be made on the frontier. Sikkim is a 
small, protected State in the northeastern 
part of India, between Nepaul and Bhotan. 
In one way or another Thibet, which for 
centuries has deserved as much as Corea 
the epithet of “ hermit kingdom,” is likely 
to become more open to external influences. 
The intrusions of Thibetans on the frontier 
of India may promote counter-movements. 
A few years ago the Indian Government 
succeeded in opening communication with 
Thibet, with a view ultimately to securing 
traffic between that country and India. The 
merchants of Nepaul had long before made 
themselves the intermediaries of trade be- 
tween the two countries, but Chinese influ- 
ence has for generations been exerted in the 
direction of keeping Thibet shut up against 
communication with the outer world. The 
interference of its people in the affairs of 
Nepaul, which is now the scene of commo- 
tion through the return of one of the exiled 
Princes heading a revolutionary movement 
and their swarming into Sikkim, may lead 
to complications that will in turn bring 
their own country into greater contact 
with India. 


THE UNION LEAGUE AND THE 
TARIFF. 

A very strenuous effort is being made by 
the protectionist cabal in this city to get 
the indorsement of the Union League Club 
for their peculiar policy. The ‘“‘ Commit- 
tee on Political Reform” has accordingly 
lad the subject under consideration, and a 
majority of its members, eight in all, led 
by the Chairman, have prepared areport and 
a resolution to be submitted to the club. This 
report is a curiosity in its way. Its general 
tone is that of the rural organ of the party of 
moralideas which cloaksa narrow and greedy 
partisanship with awkward professions of 
political piety and with empty phrases. 
*“We assume,” the report says, ‘‘ without 
debate, that the great principle of protec- 
tion to American industry is a cardinal and 
fundamental principle in the creed of the 
Republican Party, and that in the views 
[sic] of that party all legislation should be 
based upon the preservation of that doc- 
trine, upon which the great prosperity of 
this country has been built.” This assump- 
tion is sufficiently startling. That belief in 
a protective tariff isa ‘“‘fundamental”’ por- 
tion of the creed of the Republican Party 
isa proposition that can only be sustained 
by inference, since in every contest in which 
the party was engaged from 1860 to 1880— 
in all of which it was victorious—the issue 
of protection was entirely subordinate, and 
certainly up to that time men could belong 
to the party and work with and for it very 
heartily, as thousands did, who utterly 
disbelieved in the expediency or justice of 
protective duties, There are still many who 
callthemselves Republicans, who vote the 
Republican ticket and work for it, who do 
not believe in protection. One of them was 
the candidate of the Union League Club for 
Mayor of New-York in 1886. He is a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Political Reform. 
His name is not signed to this report. That 
single fact makes the assumption of the 
report unjustifiable. 

But the assumption as made in general 
terms is modest compared with the as- 
sumption involved in the body of the report 
and in the resolution accompanying it. The 
report starts with the proposition that 
the doctrine of protection must be 
preserved. It goes on to declare that 
the preservation of the doctrine of protec- 
tion requires the maintenance intact of the 
present tariff, with its multiform crudities, 
absurdities, inequalities, 
American industry. 


and wrongs to 
The report says in so 
many words, ‘** We deem it wise Republican 
statesmanship to abolish the Internal Rev- 
enue Department of the United States as 
the safest and most practicable way 
of reducing the surplus in the Treas- 
ury and preserving unimpaired the 
great principle of protection to Ameri- 
can industry.” And, as if to make 
their purpose the more clear and unmistak- 
able, the authors of the report cite figures 
to show that the abolition of the internal 
revenue would not only prevent all surplus, 
but would leave the current revenue for 
several years less than the current neces- 
sary expenditures, would compel the Treas- 
ury to put out the accumulation now in its 
vaults, and would, therefore, absolutely 
preclude the slightest change in the present 
tariff calculated to reduce the income from 
it. In the opinion of these inventors of 
“wise Republican statesmanship,” the 
tariff, as it is, is the complete and per- 
fect, and, so to speak, sanctified embodi- 
mentof the “‘ great principle of protection to 
American industry.” The tariff cannot be 
amended, corrected, improved, or in any 
way touched without doing violence to the 
‘cardinal and fundamental principle in the 
creed of the Republican Party.” What, 
therefore, the members of the Union League 
Club are asked to vote for on Thursday 
evening is the inviolability of the tariff and 
the infallibility, more than Papal, of the va- 
rious persons—Senators, Congressmen. poli-

ticsians,. lobbyists, and possessors of stolen 
sheep ranches—who have brought it to its 
present shape. We shall be very much sur- 
prised if a majority of the club can be got 
‘for any such wild and absurd proposition. 
lt is hardly worth while to pay much at- 
tention to the struggles of the majority of 
the committee of the club with the difficulty 
of proving their policy of abolishing the tax 
on liquor to be, in their elegant phrase, “in 
conflict with no phase of the temperance 
question.” There are so many ‘ phases” of 
that question with which the policy is 
hopelessly irreconcilable, and it is so plain 
that these protectionist committeemen do 
not care a cent for any “phase” of that 
question as compared with the precious 
tariff, that their arguments addressed to 
the temperance men are not only ineffective 
but ridiculous. Mr. BLAINE is not a master 
of tact in dealing with the temperance men; 
he has managed to earn their complete dis- 
trust and the hearty contempt of most of 
them, but the sop he threw to them in 
proposing to keep up the whisky tax, 
even if it had to be poured out of 
the Treasury as soon as it came in, 
was felicitous in contrast with the 
fecble pretense of the club committeemen 
about ‘‘ vigorous and rigorous legislation in 
the various States” to catch and hold the 
rum traffic when loosed from the restraint 
of Federal taxation. There is something 
melancholy to the point of pathos in the 
spectacle of politicians of the type of this 
committee drawing long faces and trying 
to make the blunt, honest Prohibitionist or 
temperance man believe that they have a 
fervent and sincere respect for his convic- 
tions while they are asking him to vote for 
a policy in direct conflict with those convic- 
tions. Free rum, say these gentlemen, 
may be bad, but free wool, free blank- 
ets, free tin, free tools and raw materi- 
als for American industry are infinitely 
worse. Better the risk of increasing 
drunkenness than of decreasing the profits 
of the few protected manufacturers or 
their contributions to the funds of the Re- 
publican Party. The relations of the pol- 
icy defined by the majority report of the 
committee to the temperance men, though 
important, are, however, subordinate. The 
point of chief interest is that the members 
ofthe Union League Club are asked to vote 
for the tariff asitis as their idea of what 
thelpolicy of the Republican Party should be. 
The report issigned by Messrs. WHITE- 
LAW Rep, E. B. Hinspaute, THomas L. 
JAMES, D. B. St. JoHN Roosa, THomas M. 
Nortu, A. McL. AGNEW, CLARENCE C, 
BUELL, and CEPHAS BRAINERD. It is not 
signed by Messrs. FRANCIS FORBES, FRANK- 
LIN A. PADDOCK, JOHN JAY KNox, RICH-

who are also members of the committee. 


GUARD AGAINST JOBBERY. 

It is a serious reproach upon the Legislat- 
ure of this State that whenever a session 
begins there is a general apprehension that 
its course will be marked by jobbery and 
corruption. This apprehension is based on 
experience. The feeling that many of the 
legislators who gather at Albany every Win- 
ter are open to corrupt influences and will- 
ing to support measures that are opposed to 
public interests for a consideration or ready 
to be bought off from supporting other 
measures that are opposed by private inter- 
ests is due tothe notorious fact that they 
have done so in the past. The fact is a 
shameful one, but it is beyond dispute. The 
people of this city are apt to be the victims 
of this corruption because it is here that a 
great amount of capital is massed together 
and ready for profitable schemes that may 
depend on legislative sanction, and here are 
vast interests that may be injuriously 
affected by reckless legislation. Many bills 
that threaten these interests are devised for 
no purpose but to frighten them into using 
money for the defeat of the menacing meas- 
ures. f 

In the promotion or the checking of cor- 
rupt schemes of legislation very much de- 
pends on the composition of the committees 
of the two houses, which their presiding 
officers are now engaged in making up. An 
honest and high-minded committee can not 
only advance useful measures and give 
them a support which will carry them 
through the house to which they are réport- 
ed, but it can almost to a certainty defeat 
those which are conceived in corruption 
and depend on base influences for support. 


The committees have the first opportunity 


of examining jnto the character of the bills 
proposed and the motives of those who are 
behind them, and they can easily ascertain 
whether their passage is required in the in- 
terest of the public. An honest and vigor- 
ous adverse report upon a bad bill is almost 
sure to kill it. . It is important, therefore, 
that the committees should be made up 
with a view at once of promoting sound 
legislation and of exposing and defeating 
jobbery. 

Perhaps at the present session the most 
important committees, from the point of 
view of clean and honest legislation, are 
those upon Railroads. It so happens that 
the President pro tem. of the Senate and 
the Speaker of the Assembly were last year 
the Chairmen of the Railroad Committees 
of their respective houses, and they ought 
to be thoroughly familiar with the require- 
ments of those committees. If their own 
aims are honest and public-spirited they 
can prevent the reproach of flagrant job- 
bery at the present session in the matter of 
railroad legislation. The great need of 
the city for means of local transit 
makes it especially important that meas- 
ures affecting it should be dealt 
with carefully and honestly. There aretwo 
persistent schemes of jobbery which are cer- 
tain to make their appearance again this 
Winter—that for turning over to the Cable 
Railroad Company many miles of streets 
where cable roads are not wanted and that 
for permitting an elevated railroad on 
Broadway. Both these are resolutely op- 
posed by the property owners and the peo- 
ple generally in the city, and their interests 
alone should be considered. Such schemes 
are absolutely dependent for success on cor- 
rupt influences at Albany, and an honest 
Railroad Committee can be of vast service 
by simply treating them according to their 
merits. 

There are other committees which will 

| be called upon to deal with ‘measures that 


involve opportunities - for striking © for 
** poodle,” such as those on Insurance and 
on Cities, and these ought to have men of 
unswerving integrity.2t their head and in 
the control of their membership. Mr. Low 
and Mr. CoLEe ought to realize how much 
the record of the session depends upon a 
faithful and conscientious performance of 
the duties assigned to them. It is generally 
understood by the public, and they will be 
held to a strict responsibility. We do not 
by any means hold that a majority of either 
branch of the Legislature is disposed to 
favor bad measures or is amenable to cor- 
rupt influences, but all manner of induce- 
ments are employed and all kinds of mo- 
tives are appealed to, and there is danger of 
many members being misled or' tempted to 
support measures that they know little 
about in order to promote those in which 
they have a special interest. They will be 
in need of enlightenment and guidance 
such as may come from honest, and faithful 
committee work. The whole record of the 
session will be very largely determined 
when the committees have been an- 
nounced. 


ANOTHER RAID ON CENTRAL PARK. 


The proposition to lay out a “speeding 
driveway” in Central Park for the exclusive 
use of the owners of fast trotting horses, in 
behalf of which a public meeting was held 
at Chickering Hall last evening, almost dis- 
arms criticism by its unmitigated impu- 
dence. There can scarcely be a man or a 
woman in New-York, nor even achild of 
school age, who is not aware that the execu- 
tion of the scheme would irreparably injure 
Central Park. The Park is the one mu- 
nicipal ornament in which all New-Yorkers 
take an honest pride and which extorts the 
admiration of foreign visitors. Nothing 
could render the city more ridiculous and 
contemptible than to vulgarize the Park by 
laying out in it a race course such as the 
trotting men propose. 

It would be aninsult tothe intelligence 
of the men who organized this meeting to 
suppose that they do not know that the 
construction of their speeding driveway 
would disgrace and degrade the Park. The 
first conditions of such a driveway are that 
it should be straight and level. Among the 
first conditions of a park are that its sur- 
face should be diversified and that its roads 
should continually open new points of view; 
that is, that these roadways should be 
neither straight nor level. What the pro- 
moters of this project desire, therefore, is 
that a certain part of the area comprised 
within a park already too small shall be 
taken from the park and given over to 
them. Moreover, they are aware that such 
a straight and level road as they require 
would be not merely so much area deducted 
from the Park, but would need to be sepa- 
rated altogether from the rest. The park- 
ways could not cross a trotting track at 
grade. If they did so, people quietly driv- 
ing and conforming to the regula- 
tions of the Park against furious driv- 
ing would be compelled to avoid crossing 
a road laid out for the express purpose of 
furious driving. It would be necessary to 
carry these roads either over or under the 
trotting track, which would thus become 
either a viaduct or an open cut. All the 
surfaces adjoining it must be reconstructed 
in order to make the defacement of the 
Park feasible. This process would amount, 
so far as it went, to a destruction of the 
Park. 

The owners of trotting horses, we repeat, 
know this perfectly well, for they are of aver- 
age intelligence, They simpiy do not care. 
The building up of the city has deprived 
them to a great extent, and threatens soon 
to deprive them altogether, of their old 
speeding grounds above the Park. Here- 
after they must go three miles above 
the Park to Fleetwood before they can “‘let 
out” their horses, They desire a more acces- 
sible course for that purpose, and they are 
willing to destroy the Park for its public 
purpose of a rus in urbe in order 
to pervert a part of it to their pri- 
vate purpose of a trotting track. All 
the other schemes for a defacement 
of the Park, which the public has had to 
meet and resist from time to time, have con- 
templated either a quasi-public use of the 
Park, foreign to its real purpose, or, at 
worst, a temporary incumbrance. No other 
has proposed a permanent alienation of a 
part of its surface or the securing of this 
alienation by a permanent structure. The 
project of a “speeding driveway” is, there- 
fore, the most impudent and flagitious of all 
the attempts that have been made to despoil 
the people of their place of recreation. 

This is a serious accusation to bring 
against a number of citizens whose wealth 
ought to imply at least an average share of 
public spirit. It is satisfactory to note that 
the men whose names people were most sur- 
prised to see signed to the call for the meet- 
ing were conspicuous at the meeting itself 
by their absence. Nobody can have been 
surprised to see either at the bottom of 
the call or in the reports of the meeting 
names of men mainly known by their 
connection with the Manhattan Railway 
and the Standard Oil Company. The 
tender solicitude of these corporations for 
the rights of the public is very fitly illus- 
trated by the complicity of some of their 
chief owners in this attempt to rob the 
public of the Park. Nor is it without an 
encouraging significance that the only 
orator who could be induced to espouse in 
public so odious an undertaking should 
have been Mr. LAwson N. FULLER, whose 
somewhat knee-sprung and broken-winded 
eloquence seems to be at the service of 
every hopeless and indefensible cause. 

It is true that the owners of trotters have 
been deprived of their former speeding 
grounds, but it would be absurd to waste 
any sympathy on them. They are about as 
able, and apparently quite as willing, to 
get on without public sympathy as any 
other equal number of menin the commu- 
nity. They are perfectly able, for instance, 
to buy a straight stretch of ground suitable 
for the purposes of a speeding driveway on 
the west side of the Park, to lay out such 
a driveway over or under the grade of the 
streets, and to build bridges across these. 
If their need were urgent, as it does 
not appear to be, the Park Commissioners 
could perhaps allow them the temporary 
use of the upper transverse road which

This is nearly straight and nearly level, 
and it is at._present of little or no public use. 
But itis not the business of the public to 
suggest to them how tkey shall accomplish 
their purpose. It is their own business, and 
they will set about it as soon as they are 
emphatically assured that the public will 
not tolerate their proposition to confiscate a 
part of the Park for their driveway instead 
of providing it for themselves. 


FEDERAL JUDGES’ SALARIES. 

The salaries paid to Judges of the Federal 
courts in this State have for some years 
been inadequate, and Congress has been 
asked to increase them. A bill providing 
for the additions that ought to be made was 
reported in the Forty-ninth Congress, but it 
died on the calendar. <A similar bill has 
been introduced in the present Congress, 
and it should become a law before the end 
of the current session. 

It is surprising that the salaries in ques- 
tion were not raised long ago, and the peo- 
ple have been very fortunate in finding 
eminent lawyers who were willing to forego 
the profits of private practice for remunera- 
tion so inadequate. The salary of a Judge 
of the United States Circuit Court is only 
$6,000, and out of this must be taken trav- 
eling expenses, which are burdensome. 
The second circuit includes three States— 
New-York, Connecticut, and Vermont. The 
salary of each of the three Judges of the 
United States District Court in this State is 
only $4,000. After a Circuit Judge’s trav- 
eling expenses have been paid there remains 
but little more than this sum for him. 

Larger salaries are required for several 
reasons, some of which will at once occur 
to our readers. In the first place, the 
Judges in New-York havea great amount of 
work to do, and it is very important work. 
The great financial transactions of the 
country are for the most part carried on 
here. The great railway companies and 
other prominent corporations have main or 
branch offices here. The bulk of the Na- 
tion’s foreign trade is done at this port. It 
is estimated that more than 40 per cent. 
of the entire litigation in the country’s 
Federal courts of original jurisdiction is 
brought before the courts in this city and 
Brooklyn. Again, the Judges who do this 
work must reside where the cost of living is 
exceptionally high. The Bar Association 
points out in its memorial on this subject 
that in this city ‘‘an ordinary dwelling 
house suitable for a family of moderate 
habits and tastes commands an average 
rental of at least $2,000 per annum, while 
the more desirable abodes, such as are occu- 
pied by lawyers of distinction in their pro- 
fession, cannot be obtained for less than 
$4,000.” 

The professional incomes of lawyers in 
this State who are fitted to perform the du- 
ties of a Federal Judge are far greater than 
a Federal Judge’s salary. They range from 
$10,000 to $40,000. The Federal Judge’s 
compensation falls far below that of a Judge 
in the courts of the State orthe city. Even 
a police magistrate in this city receives near- 
ly twice as much asa Judge of the Circuit 
Court of the United States. As we have 
said, the District Judge’s salary is $4,000, 
and that of the Circuit Judge, traveling ex- 
penses taken ont, isabout the same. But 
the Judges of the Supreme Court in this 
city receive $17,500; the salary of 
Common Pleas Court 
is $15,000; a police magistrate’s salary is 
$8,000, and $6,000 is paid to a Judge of the 
City District Court, whose jurisdiction corre- 
sponds to that of aJustice of the Peace. The 
Chief Judge of the State’s Court of Appeals 
has a salary of $10,500, while his associates 
receive $10,000, with an allowance to each 
of $2,000 for traveling and other expenses. 
Judge LACOMBE was induced to give up the 
office of Corporation Counsel, where he en- 
joyed a salary of $12,000, to become a 
Federal Judge at a salary of $6,000; but it 
is not probable that he would have con- 
sented to do this if he had not believed that 
Congress would increase the salary of his 
present office and if he had not been as- 
sured that the influence of the Bar would be 
exerted to hasten the change. 

The work done by Federal Judges here is 
worth munch more than the Government 
pays forit, and unless the salaries shall be 
raised the high and honorable office of 
Judge in the Federal courts of New-York 
will be beyond the reach of thoroughly- 
equipped lawyers who have not already a 
competence,. We are confident that when- 
ever the pending bill shall come before the 
House or the Senate a brief presentation of 
the facts will insure its passage. 


The Bridge Trustees voted yesterday, upon 
the motion of Trustee BARNES, that there 
should be appointed ‘‘a perpetual commit- 
tee of three” to consider plans and sugges- 
tions for the greater convenience and com- 
fort of passengers. He had waited eight 
months in the hope of hearing something 
from the Executive Committee, to which 
the subject of the improvement of terminal 
facilities had been referred, but even the 
petty causes of annoyance and delay at the 
New-York approach had not been removed. 
His motion points in the right direction, 
but what the bridge and the people who use 
it need is a committee of three, or even of 
one, in the place of the present unwieldy, 
unnecessary, and inactive Board of Trustees 
—a Commissioner or a board of three Com- 
missioners, who shall use common sense and 
executive ability in making the improve- 
ments that are so greatly desired. Until 
the Board of Trustees shall be displaced by 
asmall and efficient commission the man- 
agement of the bridge will be unsatisfac- 
tory. The rules were so amended that they 
now forbid the carrying of unlighted as 
well as lighted cigars or pipes on the plat- 
forms or in the cars. No one will regret 
this change except the uncivilized creatures 
who wish to force upon their neighbors the 
foul odors of extinguished cigars—odors 
that are more offensive by far than the 
smoke of a cigar that is burning. 


There is acurious contrast between the 
rose-colored reports of the annual meeting 
of the Reading Company and the facts of 
the situation in which the company finds 
itself. Perhaps ignoring the strike was the 
best thing that could be done ata public 
meeting, but the strike refuses to be ig- 


“nored. 
‘the protesting stockholders who desired-to 
“introduce the subject; the harmony of the 
occasion might havo been disturbed, but the 
‘management would have had an opportunity 
to make a statement of its policy. What it 
ought to do is plain enough. It was entirely 
in the right in resisting the strike of the 
railroad hands, and it is in the right 
‘to refuse to compromise its position, either 
by arbitration or otherwise. It seems dis- 
posed, however, to treat the miners’ strike 
asit treated the railroad strike, and this 
would be both unjust and unwise. What 
the interests of the company and of the 
public require is that the miners should be 
detached from the railroad hands and their 
grievance considered by itself. This is 
what the managing Knights of Labor, who 
live by stirring up strife, are trying to pre- 
vent, and the company will assist them if it 
continues to treat a strike against a reduc- 
tion of wages as it treats a strike to prevent 
it from doing what itis legally bound to do.

PLATI’S PLEA FOR DELAY, 
A DAY SPENT IN ARGUING A TECHNICAL 

OBJECTION. , 

ALBANY, Jan. 9.—Every attempt to ar. 
range a match whereby Gov. David B.. Hill and 
Quarantine Commissioner Thomas C. Platt could 
adjust their politica! differences in a ring of the 
usual diameter having failed, Judge Mayham 
undertook to undermine the merits of the con- 
troversy to-day. Something like 5,000,000 of 
people will now watch with eager interest the 
proceedings instituted by the Governor to deter- 
roine whether Platt was legally a resident of the 
metropolitan district of New-York when he was 
appointed Quarantine Commissioner half a 
dozen years ago, andif he was not, as the Gov- 
ernor insists was the case, then to oust him from 
office forthwith. 

The Judge disposeé of a Grand Jury and some 
wrangling lawyers, and with something like a 
sigh turned to the clock on the wall behind him, 
noted the fact that the hands indicated 1:37, 
and then called “ The case of the People against 
Thomas C. Platt.” The legal struggle to boost 
Thomas out and David into the Quarantine feed- 
ing grounds was now fairly begun. David was 
nowhere visible. Thomas, who had slipped 


modestly into the lawyers’ pen and sat stroking 
his Nazarene beard, upon hearing the Judge's 
announcement, girded up bis loins and moved 
forward. Dismissing his goloshes with a kick, 
he seated himself near his lawyer. At his sid¢ 
was his son Frank, a tall, slender youth, whe 
closely resembles his father, and who with 
his partner, W. D. MvFarland of New 
York, is engaged in the defense of the 
Commissicner. Two well-known Albany law 
yers, Hamilton Harris, chock full of law 
and strategy; and N. C. Moak, the fire 
eater of the Albany Bar, were also retained ta 
protect Platt from the Governor’s jury. Seated 
at the next table were ex-Attorney-General 
Denis O’Brien, Deputy Atterrey-General Post, 
and ex-Judge Countryman of this city, all of 
whom are disposed to toast the Commissioner 
whenever the opportunity offers. 

The clerk had just begun to rattle the jury box, 
preparatory to drawing the jurors, when, Mr. 
Harris gasped, *We have no stenographer, 
your honor.” Sure cnough, the seat of Stenogra 
pher Ruso was vacant. ‘Where 1s the stenog: 
rapher?”’ asked the learned Judge in surprise. 
Nobody could answer. ‘* We shail have to take 
a recess,” said the Judge, and then followed a 
delay of an hour. 

The stenographer was in his place when the 
court reassembled. In thse courtroom were 
many lawyers who were deeply interested in @ 
point which they knew Platt’s counsel would 
raise. Among the other spectators were John 
W. Vrooman, ex-Clerk of the Senate, who had 
been subpcnaed by the Attorney-General to tes- 
tify against the Republican boss; State Commit- 
teeman Eugene Burlingame, the sad-faced Car- 
roll Whittaker of Kingston, Corporation Counsel 
D. Cady Herrick, Chief Clerk Carr of the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel, New-York, who is a witness for 
Platt; Quarantine Commissioner John A. Nich- 
ols, who has a fellow-feeling for Platt, and John 
W. Camp, the Wayne County lawyer 
and politician. Mr. Harris promptly launched 
his point at the Judge. The drawing 
of the panel of 36 jurors by the County Clerk, 
he asserted was illegal because it had not been 
performed 14 days prior to the holding of tne 
circuit, as the law provides. That being the 
case, of course no trial before such a jury would 
be legal. The County Clerk, it seems, ad- 
journed the drawing of the jurors from Monday, 
the day after Christmas, until Tuesday the day 
following. He did this because neither the 
Sheriff nor the County Clerk were present in his 
office on Monday to participate in the proceed- 
ings. On Tuesday he summoned two Justices, 
and in their presence discharged the duty de- 
volving upon him. 

“Now,” argued Mr. Harris, ‘‘this drawing 
was done 13 instead of 14 days prior to the con- 
vening of this court, and the rights of the liti- 
gants have been imperiled in consequence. We, 
therefore, challenge the array of jurors.” 

Upon other than legal grounds most persons 
would naturally challenge the jurors that had 
just flledin procession out of the court, for it 
was acuriously-assorted body of mer, some of 
them being without collars and some others 
resting under @ strong suspicion that they were 
also minus shirts. Still they were peers 
of the realm, and some of them will in all 
probability have the pleasure of determin- 
ing whether Platt’s domicile is in Tioga, as 
he insists, and whether his ‘legal residence” is 
in Now-York, as he swears in afitidavits. Upon 
this teehnical point the lawyers sawed vigor 
ously from 3 o’clock till nearly 6. Mr. O’Brien 
marshaled an array of opinions in proof of his 
position that the point was no point at all, ¢ ud 
that the duties of the County Clerk were legally 
discharged. ‘‘In fact,’’ concluded the learned 
lawyer, ‘‘it.is a pvint that is contrary to al) 
reason.” 

Judge Mayham seen showed that he was in 
sympathy with Mr. O’Brien’s views. He even 
said that it was aserions question and one in- 
volving many rights and interests. 

Before he renderec a final decision the fertile 
brain of Mr. Harris suj:gesied another little 
twist. The published notice of the drawing, he 
deciared, had not been printed for the six full 
days prescribed by iaw. Mr. Moak appliea him- 
self with such energy tothis point that the Judge 
pondered long and thoughtfully before he an- 
nounced his decision. Then he declared that 
he should be obliged to hold that the drawing 
was legal. He would, however, give Mr. Moak 
opportunity to present any proof to-morrow 
that would sstablish his point. 

There is little doubt that tne legal rubbish 
which blocks the path of the trial willjall bse 
swept aside in the morning and the selection of 
a jury of 12 will begin. 


A NEAT THING IN ROBBERIES. 


A BOY STOOPS TO PICK UP SOME CHANGE 
AND HIS BAG OF GOLD VANISHES. 

George W. Taylor, a clerk employed by 
8 W. & A. J. Ackerman, produce merchants, 
with a stall in Wallabout Market, was robbed of 
$779 at 2:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon in the 
presence of all the clerksin the Kings County 
Bank, at 12 Court-street, Brooklyn. He had 
gone tothe bank to deposit some $2,500, and 
had two packages, one consisting of bills to the 
amount of $1,700, while the other was a bag 
containing $779 in gold and silver coin. He wag 


standing on the line before the receiving teller’s 
desk, when a woman who had come in 
after him dropped some small change on 
the marble floor. The pieces of silver roiled in 
every direction and young Taylor laid his bank 
book and packages of money on the shelf while 
he stooped to assist in picking up the woman’s 
change. While he was so engaged she hurriedly 
left the bank, and when Taylor rose to his feet 
he found that his bag of coin was missing, Leav- 
ing the big package of bills on the shelf, be 
rushed out ot the bank door after the wowan, but 
she had disappeared. A carriage that a moment 
before had stood in front of the bank was being 
driven rapidly toward Fulton-street and the 
next instant disappeared around the corner. The 
boy returned to the bank and reported his loss, 
but, although half a dozen people were within 
as many feet of bim, no one had seen the bag of 
gold vanish. 

An investigation by Cashier Denton disciosed 
the fact that the woman had had a confederate 
in the person of a tall, dark man, with a heavy 
black beard, who entered the bank just after her 
and left it just before her exit. He was stand- 
ing behind Taylor when the woman dropped her 
change, and walked rapialy out of the door as 
soon as young Taylor had stooped to the floor. 
This man was seen to enter the carriage waiting 
outside, but which did not drive oftimmediately. 
When it drove up to the door a few minutes. be- 
fore the porter had seen the man with the black 
beard leave it and enter the bank. Another man 
remained in the carriage. The woman had gone 
in a second before. 

The police were notified immediately,and a force 
of detectives were detailea on the case. There 
were at least 500 people within calling distance, 
but so quickly and quietly was the thing done 
that the passers-by on the street knew nothing 
ofit. A Central Office detective stood within 2 
feet of the carriage dour smoking a cigar, but he 
was ignorant of such arobbery when he report 
ed to his chief at 6 o’clocg.

THE STRIKERS STILL FIRM 


BOTH MINERS AND FREIGHT 
MEN SANGUINE. 

HE SITUATION IN THE SCHUYLKILL 
COLLIERIES UNCHANGED—THE SUP- 
PLY OF COAL GROWING LESS. 

POTTSVILLE, Penn., Jan. 9.—There was a 
worse prospect before the people of Pottsville 
‘when they awoke this morning than they had 
anticipated. The work of banking the fires of 
the Pioneer furnaces was under way and 150 
men were preparing to take a rest until the coal 
strike is over. The steel mill did not start, and 
150 skilled men were out of work, and the roll- 
ing mills, which had orders for angle iron and 
rails for February, March, and May de- 
livery, were closed down and mill men 
were turned on the streets. During the 
day arrangements were made to light 
the fires in the rol/ing mill to-day, and this in- 
dustry will be in pretty nearly full blast again 
to-morrow, though how long it will continue it 
isimpossible to say. There is an abundant sup- 
ply of bituminous coal on hand, but it is so 
much more expensive than anthracite, that its 
continued use during a protracted strike in the 
anthracite regions is not likely. 

The effect of the strike was very visible 
on the employes of the local iron works. 
Saturday was pay day at the works of 
the Pottsville Iron and Steel Company 


and the immense repair shops of _ the 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal and Iron Com- 
pany. Several hundred thousand dollars were 
aid out, and usually on such days the police 
orce have their hands full, but Saturday night 
there was only one person arrested. Store bills 
were promptly settled, and there was none of 
the usual drunkenness. 

The Merchants’ Association, which was re- 
ported as having ordered a closing of accounts 
with strikers, had a meeting to-day. It was well 
attended, and a resolution was passed and pub- 
lished in the local papers denying that any such 
action had been contemplated. A committee, 
consisting of G. C. Schrinck, W. T. Graham, and 
William H. Shuman, was appointed to attend 
the convention of merchants at Shenandoah to- 
morrow, at which it is proposed to appoint a 
committee to call on President Corbin. 

The first outbreak through the use of the offen- 
Bive epithet of the ‘‘ scab” applied to the men 
who have stood by the railroad company oc- 
curred to-day at Schuyikill Haven, where Jere- 
miah Uhler was threatened by Asher Leader. 
The latter is a striker, Uhler is a worker. They 
met, and the opprobrious word was used. A 
row might have resulted had not special officers 
appeared and arrested Leader. After a hearing 
before Squire Helms Leader was held in $500 
bail te answer at court. 

There were no reports of any interest from 
the collieries to-day. The company gave ®ut 
that Brookside, Boston Run, Suffolk, and Henry 
Clay were at work, but other reports showed 
that the work was of a decidedly limited charac- 
ter. In fact, about one-sixth of the usual num- 
ber of men were employed, and they were doing 
the most ordinary dead work that does not pro- 
duce coal for shipment. Lawrence Colliery, 
at which the miners refused to cut ceal for non- 
union railroaders, was working with a 
partial force. The ordinary output of 
this mine is about 20 cars, 500 
tonsaday. ‘rhe ordinary expenses of keeping 
it going, aside from wages, are about $2,500 a 
month, and full-handed it employs 430 men and 
boys. The loss itis sustaining is proportionate 
to that which each of 44 Reading Company 
mines is encountering. Yesterday only two 
trains of 125 cars altogether were sent from 
Palo Alto. Three weeks ago 7,000 cars were 
sent from that point. To-day nota car has de- 
parted. 

Capt. W. H. Holmes, who wrote the miners’ 
reply to President Corbin’s circular, stated to- 
night that even if arbitration is now agreed 
upon, it must begin where it began in Septem- 
ber, when the 8 per cent. compromise was 
effected. In December they began negotiations 
for the new year’s basis and their last letter 
sent on Dec. 24, after the negotiations had been 
mnder way for three weeks with the men at 
work all the time, was answered by Mr. Corbin’s 
ultimatum on the 31st, declining to hold any 
further conferences, Had Mr. Corbin con- 
tinued the negotiations the men would have re- 
mained at work, but they had no resource but a 
strike when he brought them to an end. 


HAZLETON, Penn.. Jan. 9.—Nothing defi- 
nite can be learned that would indicate a speedy 
resumption of work. The miners say they cau 
hold out for at least six montbs longer, auc that 
if work be resume: in the Lehigh region it must 
be resumed on different terms than the oper- 
ators have thus far offered. To-day it was ru- 
mored that Ario Pardee was willing to arbitrate 
the question through a committee consisting of 
a representative of the Knights of Labor, a busi- 
ness nan, and also a representative of the oper- 
ators, who should choose others, and whatever 
they decided upon should be binding. 


ASHLAND, Penn., Jan, 9.—The situation 
of the strike is unchanged in this section. The 
railroad company continues to handle their cars 
promptly, and the colliers are still idle. The 
outside employes at the tunnel, a Reading 
colliery, put a few mine wagons of coal through 
their breaker, but this is all that was done. The 
coal was to be used to supply the town. 


SHENANDOAH, Penn., Jan. 9.—Ever since 
the: strike started the Reading Company has had 
from 12 to 20 men employed at each colliery re- 
pairing breakers and doing other ‘dead work.” 
The joint committee of the Knights of Labor and 
the Miners and Laborers’ Amalgamated Associa- 
tion issued orders to-day to these men to quit 
work, and there was a general compliance with 
the order. 


READING, Penn., Jan. 9.—The miners’ 
strike has reached such a crisis that business 
men here have taken an interest in the matter. 
City councils also have taken a hand init, and 
ata meeting of both councils to-night a resolu- 
tion was introduced and passed appointing a 
committee of five to wait on Mr. Corbin at an 
early day and endeavor to prevail upon him to 
take steps toward the settlement of the miners’ 
difficuities at once. This was deemed ex- 
pedient, inasmuch as the coal supply is daily 
growing less and the price advancing equally 
as fast, and that within a few weeks, should the 
strike continue, there would certainly be a coal 
famine. Coal dealers met here to-day and made 
another advance in coal. This makes an ad- 
vance of $1 within a week. There is some talk 
of raising the price still higher. The different 
furnaces here and along the line of the Reading 
Road are introducing the use of bituminous coal 
in place of anthbracite,{in consequence of the 
scarcity of that article. It is feared many of 
them will have to close down unless a change 
takes place very soon. Where heretofore about 
30 coal trains passed down the road not a pound 
passed through this city to-day up to 10 o’clock 
this evening. Thisis conclusive that all the in- 
dividual collieries have shut down. Outside of 
the miners’ strike everythiug ir quiet along the 
line to-night. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 9.—General Manager 
McLeod of the Philadelphia and Reading Rail- 
road, said that five of the.company’s collieries 
were at work to-day, and that more would bein 
operation to-morrow. Mr. McLeod had nothing 
to say on the subject of arbitration. More work 
was being done at the Port Richmond coal piers 
and at the freight wharves to-day than at any 
time since the inception of the strike. Three of 
the steam colliers, which had received their car- 
goes during the strike, returned to port. About 
200 men were at work. The Centipede was 
being loaded by a force of Italians at Pier 13 N., 
the Panther at Pier 17, the Lancaster at Pier 14, 
and the Reading at Pier 20. The Reading had 
almost completed her cargo, and she will likely 
clear to-day for Eastern ports. A large number 
of men were at work on Pier 13 &., loading the 
Einmoor with freight in place of the cargo of 
iron ore discharged. Those in charge of 
the port are entirely satisfied with the 
work that is being done. “If we 
only had coal,” said the Superintendent, “we 
would make things fly. Only afew coal trains 
arrived and not over half a dozen trains were 
sent out up the road. The level engines were 
all at work, and the freight engines on the Tay- 
lor pier and the freight wharves were doing 
good service. Eight wharf shifting engines 
were at work. it was asserted by those in 
charge that 80 stevedores were at work handling 
freight where, under the rigid régime of the 
Knights of Labor, only 20 would have been 
allowed to labor. 

The Knights posted a notice that over 100 
talians had struck at 8 o’clock. “They strike 
every morning,” said the general foreman, “as 
they are on the night shift. I know they will 
return to work to-night and perhaps strike again 
to-morrow. I have too many Italians.” 

. The strikers held an all-day meeting in Mutual 
Hall and were addressed by the leaders, They 
were still exceedingly sanguine, and spoke of 
the company as being on its knees. At 
the Willow and Noble street wharves busi- 
ness was quiet. and the platform, tracks, 
and yards full of empty cars, and 
a number of freights which have not yet been 
unloaded. Along Pennsylvania-avenue the shift- 
ers were busy pushing around empty cars and 
distributing the coal cars which arrived during 
the day. About 150 coal cars came into Willow- 
street from the West Falls, to which place they 
had been sent over the North Penn Branch. The 
coal was all from the Luzerne and Upper Lehigh 
region, and had been side-tracked for some time.

Thatissue will be 
settled first and the other question of the rights 
of the railroaders and the handling of non- 
union coal will be taken up after the first great 
issue is settled.” 


SCOTT’S MINERS TO STRIKE. 
PITTSBURG, Jan. 9.—A delegate conven- 
tion of the railroad miners of the Pittsburg dis- 
trict was held to-day in the Knights of Labor 
Hall, the object being to deviso ways and means 
to support Congressman Scott’s 450 miners in 


the event of their striking. There were 36 dele- 

ates present. The sentiment was strongly in 
avorof paying 5cents per ton for sustaining 
Scott’s men while they were out, demanding the 
Columbus scale. There are 6,000 miners in the 
district. Their assessment will be about 15 cents 
per day. Atthe meeting this afternoon resolu- 
tions to this effect were adopted. A meeting 
was held this evening at Suter Station, where 
the whole matter was explained to Scott's 
miners. Itis expected that they will be out to 
morrow. No attempt will be made to secure the 
advance for Eastern shipments.

Platt’s crowd has made up its mind that 
1t has got to leave Quarantine, and the policy of 
the Republican Party wili be not to stay the 
order of their departure, but to deprive their 
Democratic successors of the privilege so long 
enjoyed by the Republicans of working the 
Quaratine as a political bureau. 

Some ot the Senators and Assemblymen hare 
begun to arrive. They have been discussing 
with much interest in the hotels to-night rumora 
of a deal which the Governor contemplates 
making with some of the Republican Senators 
for the purpose of securing possession of the 
Quarantine before it is dismantled by the 
passage of the Bassett bill, The rumor 
seems to have found its way into town 
from New-Yerk within afew hours. The names 
of such Senators as Robertson, Worth, Sloan, 
Coggeshall, O’Connor, and Russell are used 
freely in connection with it. There were many 
similar rumors here last Winter and the Winter 
before. Perbaps this Senate has more courageous 
members than the last, though it is by no meaus 
certain that this is the case.

THE BOSTON ORCHESTRA. —. 
The Boston Symphony Orchestra gave its 


“econd concert last evening at Steinway Hall. 


There was a large audience present, and its ap- 
plause was well earned and freely given. We 
have before had occasion to remark that at home 
Mr. Gericke, the admirable conductor of this or- 


ganization, is frequently taken to task in regard | 


to his programmes. We have had very little ais- 
position to quarrel with Mr. Gericke on this 
point; butit would undoubtedly have added a 
climactic effect to last night’s billif the Wagner 


music had been put last. Theselection per- 
formed was an arrangement of passages from 
Siegfried” and ** Die Gétterdintnerung,” made 
by Hans Richter. It is a notably fine piece 
of work, combining in a striking manuer the 
chief motives of ** Siegfried” and some from the 
other work. The urrangement does not follow 
the opera scores in respect of sequence, but 
weaves the various leit motives into a wonder- 
fully effective fantasia, not the least powerful 
and significant idea of which is the utterance of 
the noble Walhalla motive as a close to the 
whole. The scoring, of course, closely follows 
Wagner’s, though here and there Richter has 
done good things of hisown. Altogether it is as 
excellent anu instrumental! presentation of the 
music as could well he made for the con- 
cert room. The other orchestral nurobers 
were Mendelssohn’s delightfully melodious 
*“Melusine” overture and Dvorak’s sym- 
phony in D minor. The latter work is 
not heard frequently. The last two movements 
are uncommonly agreeable, the scherzo >éing 
graceful and unique in construction and the 
finale full of virility. The soloist of the evening 
was Friiulein Adele Aus der Ohe, who played 
Schumann’s piano concerto in A minor. The 
fine musical spirit of the evening inspired the 
pianist and she was heard at her best. Her per- 
formance abounded in beauty and variety of 
tone quality, in exquisite nuances, and In in- 
vigorating warmth. The reading of the concerto 
was intelligent and symmetrical. The pleasure 
of the audience in this number of the programms 
Was more than doubled by the superb perform- 
ance of the orchestra. Mr. Gericke commenéa- 
bly regards a concerto a8 a@ composition which 
must be taken as a whole, and does not, therefore, 
sacrifice the symmetry of a notable art work 
by reducing the orchestral part to the level of a 
mere accompaniment. The tumult of applause 
which followed this number was due in a large 
measure to his praiseworthy judgment in 
this matter. The Wagner music was’ played 
with magnificent breadth of style, depth 
of feeling, and intelligence. It was a 
superb piece of orchestral work and added fresh 
laurels to those already so honorably won by 
this organization. It would be possible to point 
out one or two small defects, but it would be un- 
gracious and hypercritical. Let us, therefore, 
hasten to say that the performance deserved 
nothing but commendation, though by so doing 
we may lead our provincial brethren of the East 
to over-glorify themselves after their kind,

“MAZULM, THE NIGHT OWL.” 

For his revival of the old Ravel panto- 
mime Mr. Imre Kiralfy lacks only the old 
Ravels. Pantomimists of their grace and dex- 
terity do not exist to-day. Mr. Kiralfy has 
everything else—the text of the pieces, the scene 
plots, the tricks, to begin with; handsome scen- 
ery, glittering armor, @ numerous company of 
dancers, (the pest he has ever got together, by 
the way,) and some acrobats of uncommon skill 
and daring to put new life in the old paniomimes, 
The presentation of *‘Mazulm” at the Academy 
of Music last night was attended with triumph. 
The big house was filled with eager spec- 
tators, and everybody who did not have 
to hurry to catch a suburban train waited to see 
the fairy transformation scene just before mid- 
night. There were plenty of childrenin the 


house and lots of old folks, for whom the an- 
cient tricks of comic pantomime recalled pleas- 
ant memories of their childhood. 

The scenery, especially that part of it made 
by the French scenic artists, Robecchi and 
Amable, is all handsome; the combination of 
colors in the dresses of the dancers and super- 
numeraries is remarkably tasteful and pleasiig to 
the eye, and the action moves briskly and 
smoothly. The notable pictures include an old 
churchyard in which the graves give up theirdead 
atter the manner of the abbey scene in ** Robert 
le Diable,” and from which a marvelously rapid 
change 1s made toa palace interior, with groups 
of promenaders and dancers; a market place in 
Constantinople, with throngs of buyers and sell- 
ers jostling each other, and an elephant, a camel, 
and a donkey adding to the confu- 
sion, which disappears to give place to 
a water scene, with moving boats, and 
a Palace of Jewels in which the Amazons, clad 
in copper, steel, silver, and gold, march and 
countermarch in the accustomed way. There is 
also the famous old bedroom of comic panto- 
mime, with dreadful animated pictures on the 
wall, and a fireplace which disappears, leaving 
an open window with snow-flakes flying in, when 
the unfortunate lodgers want to warm them- 
selves. 

While the almost forgotten art of pantomime 
is not very skillfully illustrated by many of Mr. 
Kiralfy’s people, the performance is not dull. 
Miss Clara Newman, who with Mile. Qualitz 
and Arnold Kiralfy, leads the dances, and also 
assumes several characters in the play, is the 
best actress on the stage. Her work is graceful 
and charming. Messrs. Gavant, Bartholomew, 
Martinetti, and Eunice, and Miss Louise Allen, 
have the principal parts. 

The acrobatic feats of the Braatz brothers, 
two limber gentlemen, awakened a storm of ap- 
plause lastnight. They were forgotten, however, 
when the Vaidis sisters, two littie women, ap- 
peared on the trapeze, swung high up in the 
proscenium arch, and performed feats that made 
the spectators dizzy. These people surpass in 
ven and intrepidity any gymnasts lately seen

THE NATIVES COMPELLED 10 
MOVE ON. 
A PROTECTED INDUSTRY THAT BUYS 
ABROAD AND SELLS AT HOME. 

WonrcestTER, Mass., Jan. 6.—The Wash- 
burn & Moen Wire Works are the largest wire 
works in thecountry. They give employment 
to 2,800 men at this time, President Moen told 
Tue TIMEs’s correspondent, though their num- 
ber is generally estimated by outsiders at 3,000. 
The par value of the compary’s stock is $1,500,- 
000, and its surplus is of the eame amount. 
So large an industry naturally attracts a great 
deal of attention, and itis well known what the 
Washburn & Meen Company imports not only 
its raw waterial but an immense quantity 
of material that has undergone certain processes 
of manufacture, and is atthe same time ina 
most flourishing condition. It is not at all 


difiicult to find manufacturers in other lines who 
claim that the company’s great prosperity under 
the tariff is due to its influence with its con- 
structors. Senator Hoar generally gets tho 
eredit for having sosuaped certain clauses in the 
tariff that underit Washburn & Moen are able 
to reap undue advantage. Some go so far as to 
ray that the company spent a large sum of 
money, $100,000, perhaps, in obtaining what is 
characterized as “special legislation.”” Thag the 
company is unduly protectea under the tariff, or 
that it apent a large sum of money In procuring 
such protection, is denied by agentleman who is 
in the same business, but is not connected with 
Washburn & Moen. The latter may have em- 
ployed counsel to protect its interests, but in no 
other way did he think that money had been ex- 
pended by it to influence legislation while the 
present tariff was in course of construction. 
af 


Tt may be that these rumors—not to give them 
a more definite title—are based upon the fact 
that while the Washburn & Moen Company is a 


* protectionist’ concern and a member of the 
Home Market Club, to which it contributes 
$1,000, it obtains its materials from abroad 
and depends upon the domestic market for the 
consumption of most of its manufactures. Then 
it has a monopoly of the manufacture of barbed 
wire, and monopolies ar6é not loved, particularly 
when they are much given to demanding protec- 
tion for American industry and American labor, 
and forget to practice what they preach, At 
least two out of every three manufacturers vis- 
ited by THE TIMEs’s correspondent in Worcester 
put the query, “Have you talked with Mr. 
Moen?’ When informed that Mr. Moen had sig- 
nitied disinclination to discuss matters relating 
to the tariff, the replies were generally to this 
effect: Probably not; the tariff suits him well 
enough; Washburn & Moen get all the protec- 
tion they require; no tariff reform for them; be- 
sides, American laber must be protected. 


* 
The remark relating to American labor was 
invariably accompanied by a smile. One man- 
ufacturer, who has been engaged in business 


here for nearly half acentury, and who is thor- 
oughly acquainted with the character of 
the labor employed here, said there was intinite- 
ly less humbug in the *“‘bluody shirt” ory than in 
that of ‘protection for American labor.” The 
manufacturer who raised this cry eared nothing 
about American labor, and few of them in 
Worcester employed American labor when they 
were able to displace it with cheaper labor. He 
considered that a manufacturer had a perfect 
right toemploy such labor as would perform the 
necessary work for the lowest rate of wages. 
But there was something distasteful to an hon- 
est man in a cry that was nothing but a 
mockery, though it had hitherto been strong 
enough to influence thousands. There had 
been a time when Waehburn & Moen 
and other ‘* protectionists” bad employed 
bona-fide American labor, but that was years 
ago, so long ago that he did not think the cry of 
protection for American fabor had been revived 
until there was very little of that laborin the 
market. When Wasburn & Moen, or the orig- 
inators of the company, had entered business 
they employed American labor; that is the bulk 
of the labor was American, with a leaven of 
English and Welsh skilled workmen. The 
American workman was gradually displacea by 
the Irishman and the American-irishman. The 
change brought in ita course a decrease in 
wages. But the new element soon became or- 
ganized and obtained a knowledge of its worth 
and wantedit. By degrees the Irish-American 
gave way to another element, and to-day there 
were in the employ of Washburn & Moen 
1,600 Swedes. I'he Swedes were given the 
places of the American-Irishmen for two rea- 
sons; they were good workmen and they were 
cheaper. But the change did not lessen the 
strength of the cry that American labor should be 
pretected. Upon that cry the manufacturer 
still based his hope of the success of the high- 
tariff party, and so cautiously had the change of 
nationality been made and the foreigner been 
put in the place of the citizen that even the 
Labor vote took no cognizance of it. Still an- 
other change was in progress. The Swede had 
obtained too correct an opinion of the value of 
his labor, and quietly, but surely, he was giving 
way to the Armenian, still a lower grade of 
foreign jabor. Until within a very few years the 
Armenian was only to be foundin this country 
as the cheapest grade of railroad labor, but in 
Worcester he was gradually working his way 
into mills and factories solely on account of bis 
cheapness, but when he had = succeeded 
in completely ousting his predecessor, 
the Swede, his employers woulda _ still 
shout for the protection of American 
labor, though it was only Armenian. There was 
still a chance for the Digger Indians, and it had 
been suggested that the “‘ protectionist’ Amer- 
ican employer had itin his power to solve the 
Tndian problem ard at the same time assist the 
party of high tariff by offering to take the In- 
dians off the Government’s hands, and compel- 
ling them to work for 15 cents aday. Besides, 
the nationality of the Indiai would be no bar to 
the old cry. Nobody could hint that he wasn’t 
American, while at the same time he would cost 
much less than the pauper labor of Europe, and 
in his spare moments, under proper instruction 
and if properly armed, might be able to dispose 
of that vexed question by being brought face to 
face with the low-grade foreign element that in- 
sists upon coming to America for protection. 


A “protectionist” manufacturer explained to 
THE TimEs’s correspondent that in this age of 
mavchiuery it was an easy matter to replace dis- 


satisfied labor. His labor had been * mostly 
Irish.” Now it contained a large Swedish ele- 
ment. In old times it required three and four 
years to learn trades in which greenhorns could 
now be made almost perfect in four weeks. This 
was made possible by the displacement of hand 
labor by machinery, which had so subdiviaed 
labor that it was now only necessary for a work- 
inan to earn fair wages to learn a part instead 
of the whole of a trade, 
x=* 

Philip L. Moen, President of the Washburn & 
Moen Company, did not care to be qucted on the 
tariff. He did not care to answer any questions 


relating to it. He preferred, he said, to say 
nothing until those in authority had agreed 
upon something definite. Mr. Moen’s son, who 
is also a fuctor in the management of the com- 
pany, said, **We want the tariff to be left alone.” 
He could understand why some manufacturers 
would favor the placing of raw materials on the 
free list under certain circumstances. Tron 
works situated on the seaboard sometimes found 
it to their advantage to import their ironin spite 
of distance and duties. The heavy home freights 
inade the difference. They felt justitied in buy- 
ingin the cheapest markets. Jould not such 
people bein favor of putting iron on the free 
list? In one sense they would, but they were 
willing to let the tariff remain as it was rather 
than risk chauges that might endanger their 
inanufactures. If changes were made that 
would increase the price of their products, a 
howl would be raised that would be heard be- 
yond the confines of Alaska. pe

THREE SETS OF CONTESTING HEIRS. 

BALTIMORE, Jan. 9.—An important suit, 
conducted by nearly all the leading lawyers of 
the city, and involving 217 people as plaintiffs 
and defendants, was begun in the City Court to- 
day. Itis the case of Marie F. Phepps and 30 
others against W. W. Worthincton and 185 
others. The suitis a controversy over the title 
to a lot of ground bounded by Centre, Buren, 
and Falls streets and Jones Falis, which was 
leased in 1782 for 99 years by Arreanah Ken- 
nedy and her husband, Patrick, to John Delicher. 
The lease expired in 1881, and the title to the 
fee is in dispute between threo sets of beirs, 
representing Arreanah Kennedy, Patrick Ken- 
nedy, and Major John Lynch, and the State of 
Maryland. Patrick Kennedy was a Tory during 
the Revolution, and waa attainted of high treason 
by the State of Maryland at the instance of 
Tuther Martin, the Attorney-General of the 
State. John Lynch was a Major in the Con- 
tinental Army, and was favored by the State 
authorities of that time. One set of defendants 
claims to be the sole heirs of Mrs. Kennedy, 
through Ruth Norwood, a niece of Mra. Ken- 
nedy, who married Charles Ridgely of William. 
This 1s denied by another set, claiming to de- 
scend from Robert Carter, a nephew of Mrs. 
Kennedy, as well as by other nephews and 
nieces. The property is valued at $100,000, and 
the history of the various parties is romautic, 
embracing as ét does quite a number of persons 
prominent in the past history of Maryland.

PLAINTIFF'S WAR CRY. 

& SEALED VERDICT IN THE CAMPBELL- 
ARBUCKLE BREACH OF PROMISE 
SUIT TO BE OPENED TO-DAY. 

The pleasure experienced by those who 
attended yesterday the fourth day’s proceed- 
juga in the Campbell-Arbuckle breach of promise 
case was somewhat akin to that enjoyed ‘by one 
who hears the Intelligent interpretation of a 
familiar peem or story by a public reader, and is 
delichted to have new beauties of thought 
or diction revealed to him while his 
Vanity is flattered by the attention  be- 
stowed upon those beauties whieh he 

*himself haa already discovered. In the 

arguments of counsel the principal points in the 
two sidea of the love story which Bunnie and 
Baby Burting had already told were rehearsed 
by epposing counsel, with notes and annotations 
by each illuminative of the unassailable attitude 
ot his client and the uutenable position of the 
other lawyer’s client? When, in the dissection 
of the evidence, counsel evolved some hitherto 
nnsuspected exhibition of virtue or its opposite, 
the andience listened with silent and rapt atten- 
tion, but when stress was laid upon a meaning 
which had been patent from the beginning to 
the dullest among the listeners, half of them 
turned to the other half and nodded their heads 
knowingly and sank back in their seats with 
faces complacently conscious of a valuable In- 
tellectua! indorsement. ‘ 

The audience was jarger than ever, and its en- 
joyment, for the reasons stated, was probably 

eener than before. The ladies were present in 
atrong force, and they watched the orators In- 

tently. Serens and cynical Mr Parsons made a 

fair impression only. He was undoubtedly 

handicapped by being on what the audience in 
general and the ladies in particular had come to 

Jook upon as the wrong side of the case, but they 

admired him for what he left undone more than 

for what he did, and when he sat down without 
having reduced the plaintiff to tears more than 
half a dozen times during the morning he had 
with him a certain amount of feminine approval. 

The oceasion, however, was Judge Fullerton’s, 
and he improved itto the utmost. The tip had been 
given that he wasto be pathetic first, last, and 
all the time, and with the exception of a single 
Japse into very broad humor and several in- 
dulgences in virtuous indignation he stuck close- 
ly tothe designated programme, while most of 
the ladies present stuck still more closely to 
their pockethandkerchiefs. 

Plaintiff and defendant sat on opposite sides 
of the counsels’ table all day, and busied them- 
selves in trying to look not uncomfortable and 
succeeding very miserably. Arbuckle was Dar- 
ticularly nervous, Even in the morning, when 
things were geing his way and Mr. Parsons was 
holding him up as amodel lover, whose post- 
ponements were the result solely of hepatic 
enlargement and bronchial distresses he 
had =the greatest difficulty in  restrain- 
ing his pent-up excitement, but during Judge 
Fullerton’s inning in the afternoon, when 
the malaria theory was ruthlessly attacked 
and the quinine and whisky bubble was incon- 
tinently pricked, he had visible sweats of a kind 
not less voluminous than those which interfered 
with his churebh going in the days when Bunnie 
was clamoring for him to name the day and he 
was kept busy providing excuses. He had not 
that ready resource which his adversary handled 
tosuch advantage. Ali the traditions are op- 
posed to the male defendant’s providing a se- 
clusion for his tronb led countenance in the folds 
vet acambrie handkerchief, and the toothpicks 
which Arbuckle brought to court with bim to 
bear the brunt of bis nervous agitation proved a 
very sorry substitute. All the afternoon he kept 
himself busy reducing hard-wood splinters to 
ftisintegrated fibre, but they did not seem to 
supply him with either amusement or comfort } 

Miss Campbell maintained an appropriate al 
of dejection throughout the morning session, 
and gave way to her feelings completely during 
the afternoon. Just how copious was the ‘flow 
which came in response to Judge Fullerton’s 
deeper reaches of pathos was not capable of 
determination, as the lady’s face was almost en- 
tirely concealed by her handkerchief. It isa 
fact, however. that an injudicious law office boy, 
who will never rise in his profession, surprised 
her suddenly with a message, and that 
among those who then saw the lady’s 
fece fully revealed, there were mockers 
who claimed that its appearance was by 
mo means as tearful as might be supposed, 
and some who even went so far as to claim that 
it was animated rather by a prephetic appre- 
hension of triumph, but this is a mere matter of 
personal and possidly prejudiced opinion; but 
even the non-partisan were obliged to acknowl- 
edge that the office boy’s mission was an 1l- 
timed and bungling performance, calculated to 
reduce the amount of damages, if not to turn 
the quivering baiance in favor of the defendant. 
If it was a flaw it was the only one in the man- 
agement of the plaintili’s case, and probably 
had no serious effect on the result. 

At 10:35 Mr. Parsons began his summing up 
for the defendant, and at once began to impress 
the jury with the fact that at the time the suit 
was begun his client was very sick and utterly 
unable to marry the plaintifi, although he was 
very desirous of doingso. The lady herself had 
admitted that she feared he might die, but her 
fear, in his opinion, referred rather to the loss of 
damages involved in his death than to anything 
else. He acknowledged fully his client’s engage- 
ment to the plaintiff, and quoted from the 
correspondence to prove that he had never 
denied it or suught to postpone the marriage 
without good cause. He read several ex- 
tracts from his client’s letter, inviting the 
plaintiff to come to New-York and let ‘‘some 
other fellow’s brother take care of her” as an 
evidence of his generosity and a further proot of 
lis matrimonial intentions, a stroke which caused 
those who had heard the full letter read to 
smile at its adroitness and wonder at its bold- 
ness. He dwelt with especial force upon the 
fact that Bunnie as well as Baby had said that 
talxing over their affairs would be more satis- 
factory than writing, arguing from this that his 
client’s intentions werg quite proper when he in- 
timated that he could describe his new plans for 
her welfare only by word of month. 

Once 1n each of the counsel’s speeches was the 
most famous of breaeh of promise cases brought 
vividly to mind. Mr. Parsons emulated the im- 
mortal Buzfuz in a passage condemnatory of 
the plaintifi’s alleged indifierence to the defend- 
ant. ? 

‘Listen to this, gentlemen,” he cried, while he 
fiourished one of Bunnie’s letters before the 
jury's gaze. ‘Listen to what she who signs her- 
self ‘affectionately, Bunnie’ writes to him whom 
she styles * Dear Baby Bunting’ at the very time 
that sheis consulting with a lawyerand copying 
her letters, from No. 1 to No. 89. In this letter 
of Oct. 9 she writes ‘I have much totell you. I[ 
have written already 13 words more than you.’ 
Thirteen words more, gentiemen of the jury! 
Thirteen words! Pretending to love him, writ- 
ing love letters to him, and counting the words, 
gentlemen, and comparing the number with 
that of one the defendant had sent her! Long- 
ing to be with him, gentlemen. Counting the 
days and, yes, also the words in the letter!” 

Tner Mr. Parsonstaiked about the impropriety 
displayed by the plaintiff in continuing to write 
letters to Arbuckle after she had consulted with 
a lawyer. Instead of doing this, he held, she 
ought to have buried her love and returned the 
six-hundred-dollar ring which he had given her. 
Instead of this she begun proceedings against 
him with a suddenness that was unpardonable, 
and had caused him to be held up to such scorn 
that he was no longer able to go to the Exchange 
of which he is a member or even leave the 
court room without being jecred at with the very 
endearing ‘‘hieroglyphics” which he had ap- 
plied to the plaintilf in his leiters., 

“There is one factor in a case of this kind 
which is more important than you, gentlemen, 
than the courteven,” Mr. Parsons continued. 
“7 wean those gentlemen. [Pointing to the re- 
porters.] Yes, gentlemen of the jury, in a case 
et this kind the more endearing the epithets 
discovered in the correspondence, the more ten- 
der the sentiment, the moreis 2 morbid public 
taste gratitied by these gentlemen, so that by 
pow my Client is held up to scorn from Maine to 
Florida and from one ocean to the other. Ths 
isonly a part, gentlemen, of the punishment 
which has already been inflicted upon my 
chent.” 

At 12:47 P. M. Mr. Parsons closed his argu- 
ment and the court took a short recess. It was 
1:40 when ex-Judge Fullerton began his argu- 
ment, which he opened with the usual politic 
compliment upon the exhaustive character of 
his opponent's effort. Nothing had been left 
unsaid by Mr. Arbuckle’s lawyer, he was sure, 
and ifthe result was disastrous it would not be 
the lawyer’s fault. Then he made a comparison 
between the wealthy, influential defendant, sur- 
rounded by his friends, and the solitary, un- 
fortunate plaintit?, poor in purse through her 
father’s misfortune, but rich in pluck and cour- 
age. He defended his client against the attacks 
made upon her mode of life in Italy and since 
she came to America, aud said that she came 
uuscathed out of an ordeal which but few of her 
sex could have done, 

He then reviewed the circumstances of her 
mIneeting with Arbuckle, and showed that she 
was guilty of no undue haste in sending the let- 
ter of introduction to him. Her movements in 
the country were particularized, and it was 
shown that the house 37 East Thirty-ninth- 
street, Where she lived, was a well-known ladies’ 
school, to which she went with a view of im- 
proving her knowledge of modern literature. 
Attention was called to the fact that, though the 
defendant had denied the engagement on the 
stand, his counsel had admitted it. It was 
when Mr. Fulierton began to consider the valid- 
ity of the defendant’s plea that his iil health 
prevented the marriage that he recalled the 
most salient feature of the prosecution in Bar- 
deli against Pickwick. 

“Quinine and whisky!” Mr. Fullerton cried in 
® stentorian voice. ‘Quinine and whisky! 
Yes, they blame the quinine and whisky, but 
they cannot escape on such a plea as that. 
Quinine and whisky did not prevent him from 
Visiting the lady; did not prevent him from go- 
ing to Boston with her. Did quinine and 
whisky cause him to lose his memory so that he 
dig not remember whether be had become en- 
gaged to the lady or not? No, Sir, for such would 
have been aserious calamity to the largest coffee 
Manufacturer in the trade.” 

Mr. Fullerton paused for breath, while memo- 
ries of the historic chops and tomato sauce 
Raided a geveral smile. After he regained hia

breath he very conclusively showed that the 
absence of medical testimuny, or of eveu that of 
one of the defendanit’s many employes, disposed 
very summarily of the theory that his ill health 
was a serious canse of his failure to fulfill his en- 
gagement. 

The best part of the speech, however, cer- 
tainly the part which had most effect npon the 
jury, was his charge that the defendant's letter, 
dated Oct. 14,in which he answered her pa- 
thetic appeal for a selection of the wedding day 
contained « dishonorable proposition. ‘A more 
disgraceful letter Charles Arbuckle never 
penned and never will pen again,” Judge Ful- 
lerton said. ‘‘ Knowing the forlorn condition of 
the girl and the financial straits of old John 

Jampbell, he embraced the opportunity that the 
girl might fall. He did not prepare to make her 
his wife, but his wanton.” 

“Tmust ask you whether there is anything 
improper in his asking her tocome to New- 
York and stop in a first-class hotel,” interrupted 
Mr. Parsons, 

“Tl show you,” retorted Judge Fullerton sav- 

ely. 

He did so to the satisfaction of all who heard 
him read the letter, bringing out with full force 
the invitation to the plaintiff to come to town 
with her sister, taking care to keep the matter 
secret from her family, and afterward to remain 
here in his vare, after the sister had been sent 
home again. 

An interruption by Mr. Parsons as the reading 
of the letter procee:ied caused a sensation. 

‘He wanted Emma to go back when the 
plaintiff was settled ‘nice and comfortable,” 
Judge Fullerton remarked, adding, ** Why did 
he write that?’ 

“Was he writing to arespectable person ?” 
Mr. Parsons asked, and the impression which 
the words and the half-smothered indignation 
which they aroused in the court room had upon 
the jury did not seem to indicate that they helped 
defendant’s case to any great extent.- 

Mr. Parsons had charged that Miss Campbell’s 
bleaching of her hair had been a singularly sus- 
pieious circumstance, but Mr. Fullerton dis- 
posed of the subject by reading the following 
lines, which he claimed to have been handed 
him by a newspaper man, but which, it was 
stated by an individual who respects journalism, 
wero from the pen of Mr. Fullerton himself: 

““When lovely woman stoops to bleaching 
And finds, too late, it doesn’t pay, 
How can she make a just atonement? 
What art can wash the bleach away? 
“The only art the trick to cover 
And bring the lover to her side 
Is just to have him make confession 
That his old mustache, tov, is dyed,” 

Judge Beach’s charge, which was long and 
impressive, was generally considered to favor 
the plaintiff. The instructions were also. very 
voluminous and covered a number of interest- 
ing possibilities on the part of the jury’s way of 
looking at the case, 

At 5:05 the jury retired, and after waiting a 
few minutes Judge Beach ordered that they seal 
their verdict and departed. At 6:05 the jury 
sealed their verdict and went home. It was 
surmised by knowmg ones that they had found 
for the plaintiff and had awarded her damages 
amounting to trom $10,000 to $25,000.

He was considered a 
very shrewd merchant, made _  considecable 
money, and invested it in real estate.» He owned 
the Hamilton Grange property, from which he 
has recently made extensive sales. In May last 
he made an extended statement to Bradsircet’s, 
giving valuations of his real estate and amounts 
due him, the whole amounting to $1,376,000, 
with liabilities of $482,000, Since he made 
this statement his real estate was supposed to 
have improved, and he has sold a portion of it. 
Mr. De Forest was also engaged in extensive 
building operations on his property, through 
builders. He indorsed largely, and it is said that 
many of the notes are about to fall due and he 
was unable to raise the money to mest them. 
He resides at Summit, N. J., and his friends say 
he is prostrated with the mental strain he has 
had to undergo lately on «account of his heavy 
financial load. 

What his liabilities amount to is a matter of 
conjecture at present. His assets consist chiefly 
of real estate equities, the value of which 1s not 
known. W. J. Curtis, of Suilivan & Cromwell, 
his attorney, said yesterday that no statement 
could be made at present of his habilities or 
assets. He had been so busy with the legal 
portion ef the matter that he had not learned 
much about the financial part of Mr. De Forest's 
business. The assets were largely in the Hamii- 
ton Grange property and real estate equities. 
He had been winding up his silk business for 
some time past, and expected to go out of it 
Jan. 1

There are huddied together in the 
auction room the broad sombreros and wide 
trousers of the ‘Wild West" department of the 
old show, presided over by two sad-faced autom- 
atons who were wont to turn somersauits 
about the horizontal bars on top of the show 
wagons in the street parade. There are hun- 
dreds of once waving plumes bunched together 
like huge dust brushes. There are trappings for 
horses rich enough in color and bright metal to 
turn the ghost of even an Ivanhoe green with 
envy. There is the royal robe whieh covered the 
broad back of Jumbo embroidered with his 
name, and the cast-off clothes of the trick ele- 
phant, which will doubtless be worn next Sum- 
mer by some other baby elephant who could not 
afford a new Spring stit.

BY FAST TRAIN TO FLORIDA. 


THE LUXURIOUS METHOD OF TRAVEL- 
ING WHICH BEGUN YESTERDAY. 

One of the most luxurious railroad trains 
that ever rolled away from the metropolis was 
the initial Florida special, which started south 
from the Pennsylvania Railroad station yester- 
day morning at 9:43. The idea of a 30-hour 
special was evolved from the increasing de- 
mands of the wealthy tourists who wanted 
something equal to the magnificent hotels 
where money will procure accommodations sec- 
ond to none, The idea was no sooner born than 


it was fondled into practical shape by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company, in connection with 
the Atlantic Coast Line and the Savannah, 
Viorida and Western Raiiroad, or, as known by 
professional men, the Plant system. But the 
genius of the enterprise was the Pullman Car 
Company. 

The train was made up and backed dowa to 
the platform at 9:20,anda multitude of rail- 
road officials, passengers bound for anywhere 
and nowhere, together with others specially in- 
terested, rushed from the waiting room as soon 
as the doors were open to inspectit. It was a 
new vestibule train, the cars fresh from the 
shops artistically painted in subdued tints with 
a mirror-like finish, artistically decorated with 
gold. The diaphragm-like vestibules connecting 
the cars areas elegantly finished as any other part 
of thecars and carpeted so as to conceal the points 
of connection. They are lighted from above 
like the hall of a house. The train includes a 
dining car and a combination car for library 
work and a smoking car. The combination car 
also includes a buffet, and the dining car is or- 
namented by a profusion of blooming plants in 
boxes along the sides. All the cars have air 
brakes and are beated by steam. They are 
lighted by electricity, the generating power 
being in the car axles. The dynamo is connected 
by a belt, and an ingenious system stores more 
than sufficient power while the train stops at 
stations, 

Between 75 and 100 passengers were on the 
train, including President George M. Pullman, 
General Manager T. M. Wicks, Vice-President 
Horace Porter, Henry Dexter, President of the 
American News Company, and wife, who are 
bound for Havana; J. H, Shoenberg and family 
of this city, Sherman S. Jewett and family of 
Buffalo, J. L. Hutchinson, the showman, who is 
going to Savannan to meet his private yacht for 
a cruise in Southern waters; Frank Thomson, 
Vice-President of the Pennsylvania Railroad; 
one of the Lorillards, and Hamulton Diston of 
Philadelphia. The Florida special will leave 
here regularly Monday, Wednesday, and Friday, 
running on this schednle: New-York, 9:30 A. 
M.; Philadelphia, 11:59; Baltimore, 2:23 P. M.; 
Washington, 3:30; Quantico, 4:48; Richmond, 
7:13; Weldon, 9:45; Wilmington, 2 A. M.; Flor- 
ence, 5:15; Charleston, 9; Savannah, 10:46; 
Jacksonville, 3:45 P. M. The train will_ run 
north, starting on the same days, leaving Jack 
sonville at 9:40 A. M., and reaching this city at 
6 P. M. the following day. The fare one way is

THIRTEEN YOUNG WOMEN TO BEGIN 
THEIR NOBLE WORK. 

A baker’s dozen of young women who had 
completed the course of study and training re- 
quired by the Training School for Nurses con- 
nected with the Brooklyn Hospital sat in a 
double row on the platform at Historical Hall, 
Clinton and Pierrepont streets, Brooklyn, last 
evening.

IN AND ABOUT THE CITY 


REVOLTING SHOWS CLOSED, 
THREE BOWERY MUSEUMS AND ONE IN 
BROADWAY RAIDED. 

Three Bowery museums and the estab- 
lishment known as Kahn’s Museum were visited 
yesterday upon warrants issued by Justice Pat- 
terson, and last night abeut a dozen men, known 
in their line as.‘ professors” and ‘ doctors,” 
with sundry box-window money takers, rested 
from their laborsin cells at the station houses 
of the Tenth, Eleventh, and Fifteenth Precincts. 
The warrants on the Bowery were served by 
Inspector Williams and Anthony Comstock, and 


that for the Broadway people was handed by 
Inspector Steers to Capt. Brogan for service. 

The warrants were issued a little before 3 
o'clock. Within a very few minutes Inspector 
Williams sent his men off on their several de- 
tails. With Mr. Comstock the Inspector then 
wept to what was known as the Parisian Mu- 
seul, at 309 Bowery, kept by ‘ Prof, Davids.” 
Four men in charge, who gave their names as 
Walter Price, Hugh McCabe, Stephen Hickey, 
and Mack McCormick, were handed over to the 
officers, and the place was left free for the in- 
spection of the visitors. They found little that 
deserved to be spared confiscation, all the ana- 
tomical horrors for which the place had long 
been infamous lying in full exposure on every 
side. Mr. Comstock chalked the majority of 
them, dictated an inventory to his secre- 
tary, and sent for a truck with which 
to remove the stuff to Police Headquar- 
ters. At 138 Bowery, the next place visited 
by the Inspector and Mr. Comstock, the exhibi- 
tion was no less revolting. This place was 
known as the Egyptian Musée. While the con- 
fiscation was in progressaman came in who 
said he was the proprietor, and that his name 
was Frederick I. Tilton. The Inspector asked 
him under what law he carried on the place. He 
said hedid not kvowof any. Then Mr. Com- 
stock asked himif he thought the figures and 
casts that lay about served any moral purpose. 
Tilton had no answer ready, except that he had 
run the place unmolested for two years. At the 
police station he gave his name as Arthurs. 
Torpin. The names of the men arrested with 
him were Charles Steif, Hans von Muller, and 
Otto Frederick. Nearly everrthing in the 
place was ordered to besent to Headquarters. At 
81 Bowery less was on exhibition than at either 
of the other two places, but the quality was 
quite as bad. The detail of officers sent there in 
advance of the Inspector’s arrival had put Will- 
iam W. Ward, proprietor; Nathaniel Miller, and 
James Curran under arrest. {[t was not neces- 
sary to select articles for confiscation there and 
everything was ordered removed. At Kahn’s 
Museum, 708 Broadway, Mr. Comstock found 
Capt. Brogan in charge and George Livingston, 
Nicholas Detrano, and Leopold Cohen under ar- 
rest. A big truckload or so of stuff was marked 
for removal. 

This morning the prisoners will be taken 
before Justice Patterson, at the Essex Market 
Court. Punishment will be urged under section 
317 of the Penal Code, which provides that a 
person who sells, lends, gives away, or 
shows, or offers to do so, or has in 
his possession, or advertises any _ ob- 
scene, lewd, lascivious, filthy, indecent, or 
disgusting print, figure, or image is guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be 
sentenced to not tess than 10 days’ nor more 
than one year’s imprisonment, or be fined not 
less than $50 nor more than $1,000 for each of- 
fense, or shall suffer both fine and imprison- 
ment. Dr. L. J. Jordan, the reputed owner of 
Kahn’s museum, was not arrested because there 
is no proof that any such person is connected 
with the place. 
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SQUIRE 1O BE TRIED 
THE CASE PUT DOWN FOR THE 
MONDAY IN FEBRUARY. 
Rollin M. Squire, through William F, 
Howe, his counsel, puton a bold front before 
Judge Barrett yesterday and protested against 
the injustice of having to wait forever for a 
trial. It was known early in the day that the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, to which Squire’s 
case had been transferred, would open merely 
for the purpose of adjournment for another 
month. With that understanding Col. Fellows 
left the court room to attend to duties else- 
where, and Judge Barrett went on with a Su- 
preme Court case on which he had been engaged 


last week. Messrs. Howe and Squire, however, 
had no intention of going away undelivered of 
their sentiments. They sat in a corner together 
and munched their mustaches for nearly an 
hour, when Judge Barrett interrupted the Su- 
preme Court case in order to go through the 
form of opening and adjourning the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer. 

That act was in course of due performance 
when Mr. Howe planted himself in front of the 
bench and in plaintive tones bewailed the in- 
justice to his client. Squire was indicted, he 
said, 18 months ago. Since then there haye 
been four terms of the court, at each of which 
Squire had been ready fortrial. He returned 
trom Europe at Mr. Martine’s instance, expect- 
ing and hoping to be tried. For some reason op- 
portunity to free himseif from the indictment 
had been denied him. If he could unload him- 
self of this burden, he helieved he would be en- 
titled to reinstatementin his former position, 
Mr. Howe talked about poor Squire knocking 
vainly and tearfully at the temple of justice, 
and Squire brushed his eyes with his tan- 
colored gloves as if he fully appreciated the 
pathos of the occasion. Mr. Howe went on to 
say that he had served the District Attorney 
with a notice of his intention to move that 
Squire be allowed to withdraw his plea of not 
guilty and to demur to the indictment. 
He wassorry that the District Attorney had 
ignored the notice. As a preventive against 
further delay he asked that an order be issued 
aca a day when something definite might be 

one. 

Deputy Assistant District Attorney Parker 
came in at this moment bearing with him Mr. 
Howe’s notice, whieh he himself had seen only 
tive minutes before, and which he eould not 
believe the District Attorney had seen. Mr. 
Parker was ready for any suggestion the court 
might make. Judge Barrett thought Squire 
surely was entitled to a trial, and he gave an 
order’ that both sides be ready to go on when 
the court shall reconvene, on the first Monday 
in February. Mr. Howe expressed his thanks 
for the order, and Mr. Squire tucked his silk hat 
under his arm and bowed smilingly. 
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THE GITY GETS AN INNING. 

The trial of Mrs. Sophemia Fisher’s suit 
te recover $20,000 of the city, as payment for 
the incurable paraplegia which she says afflicts 
her in consequence of falling into a hole in the 
sidewalk at Madison-avenue and Forty-fifth- 
street, Feb. 13, 1884, went on all day yesterday 


in the Supreme Court, Part I., before Judge Bar- 
rettandajury. Mrs. Fisher was not present, 
and her counsel announced that she was too ill 
to leave her bed. Yesterday was the city’s in- 
nings, and the testimony tended to show that 
Mrs. Fisher is not suffering from concussion of 
the spine, that there was xo hole in the side- 
walk at the time of her accident, and that, since 
she has claimed to be paralyzed, Mrs. Fisher 
has repeatedly walked loug distances while she 
was ‘dieting’ for heavy damages. 

Dr. Egbert Guernsey, expert in spinal dis- 
eases, contradicted Dr. John W. Ranney, Mrs. 
VKisher’s chief medical witness, point blank. 
Miss Esther B. Leslie, a pretty girl of 19, a rela- 
tive of Mrs. Fisher, testified that Mrs. Fisher 
had repeatedly walked long distances, had gone 
all over the city shopping, and had walked to 
High Bridge, Mrs. Henrietta Fletcher, L. C. 
Lancaster, and Miss Irene Holmes all agreed 
that Mrs. Fisher’s pedestrian powers have been 
remarkably good, and that she has not shown 
to them any symptoms of paralysis; and some 
letter carriers, James H. Seymour, President of 
the Constitution Club, and George W. Biauvelt, 
the Superintendent of the Street-Repairing 
Bureau, testified that there was uo hole in the 
sidewalk.

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FORMER “PUCK” MEN AT ODDS, 

In 1884 Benjamin B. Vallentine brought 
suit in the City Court against H. C. Bunner, 
editor of Puck, to recover certain moneys which, 
he alleged, had been wrongfully obtained by 
Mr. Bunner from the proprietors of Puck, upon 


whom both Vallentine and Bunner had certain 
claims. Both men were empioyedin the Fuck 
office. and Vallentine asserted that it was agreed 
between them that Bunner should apply to 
Keppler & Schwarzmau first as to the moneys 
owed bim in order to see how the ground lay. 
Taking advantage of his forboarance Bunner, 
Vallentme alleged, got ali the money—some

NO CIGARS ON THE BRIDGE. 


NOT EVEN AN UNLIGHTED ONE MAY 
BE CARRIED INTO THR STATIONS, 

At the regular meeting of the Brooklyn 
Bridge Trustees yesterday afternoon the com- 
mittee appointed to investigate complaints of 
harsh and unjust treatment of citizens by mem- 
bers of the bridge police ferce reported that in 
several of the cases the policemen were at fault, 
and in others they had been justified in acting 
as they did. H.K. Thurber of the committee 
moved that Article XV. be amended so that 
henceforth “No person shall be allowed to carry 
in view a cigar, cigarette, or pipe, lighted or un- 


lighted, to the station platforms or into the 
cars.” Mr, Thurber remarked that, while his 
amendment might seem harsh, the investigation 
of complaints justified it, and he hoped it would 
be adopted. After some objection by Mr. Barnes 
the new rule was adopted. 

President Howell exhibited plans showing the 
proposed methods of connecting the bridge sta- 
tionin Brooklyn with the Union and Kings 
County Elevated Railroads, and the matter was 
referred to the President and Chief Engineer 
with power. One road will connecton the 
south side and the other on the north side of the 
station. 

Gen. Barnes brought up the question of im- 
proved facilities tor handling patrons by mov- 
ing the appointment of a perpetual committee 
of three to consider plans and suggestions for 
the greater convenience and comfort of passen- 
gersfrom time to time and report. 6 said 
that he iad no fault to find with the manner in 
which the bridge is operated, but directed at- 
tention to the fact that the subject was referred 
to the Executive Committee last May, and noth- 
ing had been done to improve facilities. “ I am 
tired,” he said, *“‘of waiting for practical ac- 
tion. The condition of the New-York approach, 
for instance, is disgraceful, and there ought to 
be some protection for passengers to and from 
the elevated railroad station when the weather 
isinclement. ‘The ticket-box arrangementis a 
nuisance, and something ought to hedone at 
once to prevent the crowding about them.” His 
motion was adopted, 

Mr, Swan injected the Brooklyn terminus-ex- 
tension question into the proceedings by offering 
a resolution that the one adopted by the board 
Nov. 14, 1887, authorizing the issuing of cer- 
tificates on awards for land Condemned and ap- 
praised be rescinded. T burden of his com- 
plaint was more time to consider the subject, 
and he suggested that Mayor Chapin be given a 
hearing, as he had already expressed some in- 
teresting views touching it. Mr. Swan intimated 
that the funds of the bridge should not be re- 
hypothecated for any such purpose as was pro- 
posed, and conveyed the impression that the 
Trustees could get out of paying the debt, and 
might save $200,000 at least. The whole sub- 
ject was referred to a committee of five to re- 
port at the next meeting.

ASKING M’GLYNN TO SPEAK. 
Every member of the conference of Bap- 
tist clergymen of this city and vicinity, which 
met as usual at 9 Murray-street yesterday morn- 
ing, had read the reports inthe morning papers of 
Dr. Edward MeGlynn’s discourse before the Anti- 


Poverty Society at the Academy of Music Sunday 
night on “The Pope in Politics.” Prior to the 
meeting the ministers were gathered together in 
groups discussing the address with great ani- 
mation. ‘* Why,” said one of the talkers, * Dr. 
McGlynn is as good a Protestant as Luther was. 
Luther never went further than Dr. McGlynn 
did last nicht.” The little group of clergymen 
who heard these remarks agreed with the 
speaker, and at once set to work in regular cau- 
cus style to drum’ up supporters for a motion 
that one of them proposed to offer im 
the conference to the effect that Dr. Mc- 
Glynn be invited to address the New-York 
Conference of Baptist Ministers. When, 
after the meeting had been for some time 
in progress, a motion was made by the Rev. Dr. 
Morse of Brooklyn that it was the sense of the 
conference that the Executive Committee 
should invite Dr, MeGlynn to address that body, 
it brought out much discussion. Some of the 
members feared that issues other than those 
discussed by Dr. McGlynn on Sunday night 
might be unpleasantly touched upon, but when 
the motion was amended so as to make it clear 
that Dr. MeGlynn should be invited to speak 
upon the subject of ‘The Relation of Romanism 
to Our Free institutions,” all opposition ceased 
and the motion was adopted without a dissent 
ing vote. 

The Key. Dr. George W. Folwell was chosen to 
preside for the next three mouths, An Execu- 
tive Committee was also elected, consisting of 
the Revs. W. F. Taylor of Orange, N. J., W. 
— of New-York, and John Evaus of Brook- 
yn.

COMPLAINING OF THE FOOD. 

In October, 1884, Isaac M. Miller engaged 
passage to Liverpool and return on the National 
Line steamship America, for which he paid 
$165. The steamship company contracted to 
give him for his money « sofa berth in a state- 


room by himself. This condition was fulfilled 
on the outward voyage, but on the return trip, 
Mr. Miller asserts, he was very badly treated, 
so badly indeed that he brought an action 
against the steamship company for $1,000 
damages. The case came to trial yesterday in 
the United States Circuit Court, betore Judge 
Wallace and a jury. 

Mr. Miller testified thaton going into the state- 
room assigned to him for the voyage to New- 
York he found it to be already occupied, while 
he himself was obliged to climb into a small upper 
berth, which was so supported by iron bars that 
he was scarcely able to crawl intoit. Mr. Miller 
is a fat man, and he demonstrated to the jury by 
means of a model which had been brought into 
court that when the billows began their rolling 
thé iron bars aforesaid had a habit of punching 
himinamanner the reverse of pleasant. The 
billoft fare on the America, he said, was not 
what it should have been. 

Cc. W. McClellan, a banker of this city, con- 
vulsed the court by asserting that there was 
nothing to eat but hash on board the America. 
It was hash under assumed French names, but 
still hash. The difficulty of obtaining decent 
food, he said, was matter of common dissatis- 
faction among the passengers. Mr. McClellan 
declared that he had to bribe the steward in 
order to get a steak. The case will be continued 
this morning.
